OPENING  STATEMENT  OF  HON.  MAX  BAUCUS,  U.S.  SENATOR 
FROM  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA 

Senator  Baucus.  The  committee  will  now  consider  the  following 
nominations:  Frederick  Hansen,  to  be  nominated  by  the  President 
to  be  Deputy  Administrator  of  the  Environmental  Protection  Agen- 
cy; Paul  Hill,  to  be  a  member  and  the  Chairperson  of  the  Chemical 
Safety  and  Hazard  Investigation  Board;  Devra  Lee  Davis  and  Grer- 
ald  V.  Poje  to  be  members  of  the  Chemical  Safety  and  Hazard  In- 
vestigation Board;  and  Kenneth  Burton  and  David  Michael 
Rappoport  and  Anne  Udall  to  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Morris  K.  Udall  Scholarship  and  Excellence  in  National  En- 
vironmental Policy  Foundation. 

I'd  like  to  welcome  each  of  you  to  the  hearing,  we  look  forward 
to  your  testimony. 

The  Deputy  Administrator  of  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  is  the  number  two  person  in  the  Agency.  The  position  re- 
quires a  combination  of  managerial  and  substantive  experience. 
The  Deputy  Administrator  must  be  able  to  assist  the  Administrator 
in  managing  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the  Agency.  The  Deputy 
Administrator  must  also  be  able  to  take  the  lead  on  any  one  of  the 
numerous  substantive  issues  facing  the  Agency. 

Mr.  Hansen  is  well  qualified  in  both  of  these  respects.  For  the 
past  10  years,  Mr.  Hansen  has  been  the  Director  of  the  Oregon  De- 
partment of  Environmental  Quality.  In  this  capacity,  he  has  dealt 
with  many  of  the  issues  now  facing  EPA.  He  has  also  served  in 
various  other  governmental  positions,  both  in  the  State  and  the  na- 
tional level.  He  has  testified  before  this  committee  on  a  number  of 
environmental  issues.  Most  recently,  he  served  on  the  national 
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Keystone  Commission  on  Superfund,  which  formed  the  basis  for 
the  legislation  now  being  considered  by  Congress. 

Mr.  Hansen,  I  am  pleased  by  your  nomination  and  the  qualities 
that  you  bring  to  the  job.  We  very  much  look  forward  to  working 
with  you.  Mr.  Hansen,  why  don't  you  come  to  the  table?  We're 
doing  this  backwards  here.  Administrator  Browner,  why  don't  you 
come  to  the  witness  table,  too. 

One  of  the  serious  concerns  I  have  that  I'll  address  with  you  dur- 
ing the  questioning  period  will  be  whether  EPA  has  an  adequate 
budget  which  will  enable  it  to  meet  its  statutory  obligations.  I've 
expressed,  on  several  recent  occasions,  my  concern  about  the  Clirt- 
ton  Administration's  commitment  to  securing  an  adequate  bud 
for  EPA.  The  Administration  recommended  and  obtained  deep  ( 
in  the  EPA  budget  in  fiscal  year  1994.  The  only  other  time  that 
EPA's   budget   was   cut   like   this   was   under   President   Ron 
Reagan. 

The  Administration  did  better  with  its  fiscal  year  1995  rec- 
ommendations, but  still  achieved  only  a  modest  increase  that  will 
not  remedy  EPA's  budget  shortfall.  The  impact  of  these  budget  cuts 
is  quite  dramatic.  For  example,  according  to  EPA's  own  analysis, 
the  Agency  has  fallen  far  behind  schedule  in  issuing  regulations 
under  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

When  Mary  Nichols,  the  Assistant  Administrator  for  Air,  testi- 
fied before  the  committee  for  her  confirmation,  she  asserted  that 
this  backlog  was  not  due  to  budgetary  constraints,  but  to  a  lack  of 
will.  Ms.  Nichols  has  made  some  progress  in  this  area,  but  the 
progress  certainly  cannot  be  called  significant.  I'm  afraid  without 
more  resources,  the  Agency  will  fall  farther  and  farther  behind  in 
meeting  its  obligations. 

Mr.  Hansen,  it's  about  time  for  EPA  to  begin  to  become  more  re- 
alistic about  what  it  can  and  cannot  accomplish.  You'll  need  to  help 
the  Agency  establish  firmer  priorities,  and  know  that  you  will  not 
only  have  the  will  but  also  the  resources  to  meet  your  objectives. 
Our  committee  staff  is  currently  undertaking  an  extensive  review 
of  EPA's  budget,  and  they  will  be  following  the  fiscal  year  1996 
budget  process  very  closely.  I'm  hopeful  that  the  committee  and 
EPA  can  work  together  to  achieve  additional  resources  for  the 
Agency's  underfunded  programs. 

I  want  to  emphasize  that  gains  cannot  be  made  without  Agency 
officials  being  more  realistic  about  program  needs  and  deficiencies. 
Mr.  Hansen,  I  hope  you  will  commit  to  me  today  that  you  will  work 
with  the  committee  to  identify  EPA's  most  serious  resource  defi- 
ciencies, and  describe  in  detail  which  responsibilities  the  Agency 
cannot  meet  because  of  budget  shortfalls. 

And  now  I'd  like  to  turn  to  Senator  Chafee  for  any  comments  he 
might  have. 

OPENING  STATEMENT  OF  HON.  JOHN  H.  CHAFEE,  U.S. 
SENATOR  FROM  THE  STATE  OF  RHODE  ISLAND 

Senator  Chafee.  Thank  you  very  much,  Mr.  Chairman. 

First,  I  want  to  welcome  our  colleague,  Senator  Hatfield,  who 
comes  before  this  committee  to  present  the  nominee,  Mr.  Hansen, 
who  is  a  native  Oregonian  and  is  present  Director  of  the  Oregon 
Department  of  Environmental  Quality,  where  he  has  served  since 


Februarv  of  1984,  That's  quite  a  while.  He's  overseen  a  large,  suc- 
cessful State  environmental  program  with  a  budget  of  more  than 
$100  million  and  700  employees. 

Now,  EPA's  budget  and  work  force  is  larger,  but  the  experience 
you  bring  from  the  local  level  will  certainly  prove  useful.  So,  Mr. 
Hansen,  I  want  to  wish  you  the  very  best  as  you  go  through  this 
conformation  process,  and  then  ultimately  to  EPA.  I  think,  too,  Ms. 
Browner,  obviously  having  come  from  State  office,  and  you  having 
come  from  State  office,  I  believe  sends  a  strong  signal  to  the  Ad- 
ministration that  EPA  wants  to  understand  and  work  very  closely 
with  the  States  to  carry  out  our  environmental  programs  effec- 
tively. I  think  it's  good  that  you  two  top  folks  will  both  have  this 
experience. 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Senator  Baucus.  Senator  Boxer,  did  you  have  anything? 

Senator  Boxer.  No. 

Senator  Baucus.  Mr.  Hansen,  before  you  proceed,  I  know  Admin- 
istrator Browner  would  like  to  make  a  statement,  and  the  Senator 
from  Oregon  would  like  to  make  a  statement  as  well.  It  might  be 
appropriate  for  you  to  introduce  State  Senator  Joyce  Cohen. 

Mr.  Hansen.  Yes,  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman.  For  the  record, 
Frederic  James  Hansen.  My  wife,  Joyce  E.  Cohen,  who  is  a  State 
Senator  in  Oregon. 

Senator  Baucus.  Would  you  please  stand?  We're  honored  that 
you  are  here,  you  and  your  husband. 

Senator  Baucus.  Senator,  do  you  wish  to  make  a  statement  at 
this  point? 

Senator  Hatfield.  Yes,  that's  why  I'm  here,  Mr.  Chairman. 

[Laughter.] 

Senator  Baucus.  We're  glad  you're  here,  Senator. 

Senator  Hatfield.  Since  10:00  o'clock. 

[Laughter.] 

STATEMENT  OF  HON.  MARK  O.  HATFIELD,  U.S.  SENATOR  FROM 
THE  STATE  OF  OREGON 

Senator  Hatfield.  Mr.  Chairman,  Senator  Chafee,  Senator 
Boxer,  I  would  like  to  submit  my  written  statement  for  the  record, 
and  merely  just  highlight  some  of  my  long-time  relationship  and 
evaluation  of  the  candidate,  Fred  Hansen,  and  to  also  express  my 
appreciation  that  you  recognized  a  second  distinguished  member  of 
this  Hansen  family.  Senator  Joyce  Cohen,  who  has  served  our 
State  in  a  very  able  manner  for  a  number  of  years. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  know  few  people  that  could  come  to  this  com- 
mittee and  present  the  credentials  of  a  wide  range  and  marvelous 
examples  of  dedicated  services  than  Fred  Hansen.  I  say  that  be- 
cause I  first  got  acquainted  with  Fred  Hansen  when  he  was  an  ex- 
ecutive assistant  to  Congressman  John  Dillenbach  from  the  State 
of  Oregon  and  that  goes  back  into.  Congressman  Dillenbach  came 
here  in  1967  and  was  here  until  about  1976.  So  that  goes  back 
quite  a  few  years. 

He  was  very  obviously  a  young  man,  a  very,  very  young  man, 
he's  still  a  young  man,  but  very  young  when  he  started  his  political 
career.  When  he  moved  from  Congressman  Dillenbach's  staff,  he 
spent  some  time  at  the  White  House  under  the  Carter  Administra- 


tion.  He  was  in  the  Peace  Corps  as  an  executive  officer.  He  comes 
back  to  the  State  of  Oregon  and  for  six  years  he  was  Deputy  State 
Treasurer  of  our  State.  So  he  has  a  legislative  background,  he  has 
an  executive  administrative  background,  he  has  tremendous  back- 
ground in  finance. 

I  need  not  recite  a  long  record  of  environmental  pioneering  legis- 
lation that  Oregon  has  to  its  credit,  and  over  that  history,  Fred 
Hansen  has  played  a  very  important  role.  If  I  were  to  leave  just 
one  thought  or  summary  of  what  I  would  call  Fred  Hansen's  chief 
talent,  it  is  that  he  is  a  consensus-oriented  bipartisan 
decisionmaker.  Now,  you  get  that  into  the  field  of  environmental 
legislation  and  regulation,  I  think  you  recognize  that  as  a  phe- 
nomenal characteristic. 

He  has  been  innovative  in  that  role,  he  has  set  forth  the  first 
State  to  have  an  audit  system,  a  free  audit  for  the  statewide  or  for 
any  individual  enterprise,  so  that  in  effect,  he  is  looking  at  preven- 
tion, not  just  regulation.  Let's  find  out  where  the  problem  is,  and 
then  let's  deal  with  it.  You  can  only  do  that  if  you  have  an  audit 
system.  I'm  very  proud  to  say  I've  taken  that  experience  of  Oregon 
and  have  introduced  that  legislation  here  in  the  Congress,  which 
this  committee,  I'm  sure,  will  have  some  future  opportunity  to  con- 
sider. 

I  only  cite  that  as  one  example.  We  have  very  strong  feelings  in 
our  State,  because  we  are  a  resource-oriented  State.  We  are  a  re- 
source-based State.  We  started  out  as  a  resource-based  State  like 
all  of  the  western  States.  We  have  high  Federal  ownership  in  our 
State.  So  there's  always  a  djrnamic  tension  between  Federal  and 
State  and  local  private  groups. 

And  yet,  Frea  Hansen  has  taken  these  various  divergent  groups 
and  he  has  melded  them  into  common  policy,  into  a  common  cause, 
and  has  been  a  very  aggressive  enforcer  of  those  bills  and  those 
proposals  that  he  has  made  to  the  State  legislature,  which  have 
now  been  enacted  into  law,  and  have  fallen  on  his  shoulders  to  en- 
force. I  would  say  that  he  has  done  that  with  grace,  he  has  done 
that  with  ease,  he  has  done  it  with  personality,  charisma,  as  well 
as  because  of  his  intellect,  his  knowledge  and  his  fairness. 

I  know  of  few  people  that,  as  I  say,  have  such  broad-based  cre- 
dentials at  the  Federal  and  State  and  local  level  in  all  branches  of 
the  public  service  except  the  judiciary,  and  in  many  ways,  he  is  in 
a  quasi-judicial  regulatory  agency  in  the  DEQ,  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  of  our  State. 

So  it's  a  pleasure  to  be  here  to  present  and  to  introduce  him  to 
you  and  urge  your  quick  action  that  we  can  perhaps  complete  this 
confirmation  process  before  the  end  of  the  session. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  understand  your  comments,  as  you  made  in 
your  opening  statement,  concerning  the  funding  of  this  program 
Ms.  Browner  heads  up  and  has  established  a  very  strong  record. 
As  a  member  of  the  appropriations  committee,  as  you  know,  we  are 
going  to  vote  on  this  conference  report  on  VA,  HUD,  independent 
agencies,  this  afternoon  at  2:15. 

I  just  want  to  say  that  I  want  to  work  with  you,  because  I  am 
fully  committed  to  not  only  the  existing  responsibilities,  but  as  we 
get  into  those  areas  of  reauthorization  of  the  Endangered  Species 
Act  and  other  legislation  that  will  be  so  related  to  the  EPA,  we  are 


going  to  have  to  have  the  resources  in  that  Agency  to  add  to  its 
duties  in  helping  us  in  the  legislative  field  more  in  these  reauthor- 
ization areas. 

So  I  want  to  work  with  you,  and  I  pledge  my  support  in  trying 
to  be  helpful  in  providing  the  resources  to  the  EPA  on  which  I  hope 
that  Mr.  Hansen  will  soon  be  the  Deputy  Director. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you  very  much,  Senator.  I  appreciate 
your  comments  particularly  with  respect  to  the  resource  budget 
question.  It's  one  that  we're  going  to  have  to  work  on  very  dili- 
gently, and  I  appreciate  the  cooperation  with  which  you  make  your 
statements. 

Senator  Hatfield.  Will  you  excuse  me,  please? 

Senator  Baucus.  Absolutely,  Senator. 

[Senator  Hatfield's  statement  follows:] 

Statement  of  Hon.  Mark  O.  Hatfield,  U.S.  Senator  from  the  State  of  Oregon 

Mr.  Chairman:  Thank  you  for  scheduling  this  hearing  and  for  allowing  me  to  ap- 
pear before  you  today.  I  am  here  to  introduce  to  this  Committee  a  very  talented  and 
dedicated  Oregonian  whom  the  Administration  is  now  considering  for  the  position 
of  deputy  administrator  of  the  Enviroimiental  Protection  Agency.  I  am  speaking  of 
Fred  Hansen  who  is  before  you  today  with  his  wife,  another  distinguished  Orego- 
nian, State  Senator  Joyce  Cohen. 

Over  the  last  decade,  Fred  Hansen  has  served  the  State  of  Oregon  as  the  director 
of  the  Oregon  Department  Environmental  Quality  (DEQ).  Prior  to  1984,  Mr.  Hansen 
served  for  6  years  as  deputy  State  treasurer.  I  first  knew  Mr.  Hansen  when  he 
served  as  executive  assistant  to  former  Oregon  Congressman  John  Dellenback.  He 
followed  his  experience  with  Congressman  Dellenback  with  positions  in  the  White 
House  and  as  the  executive  officer  for  the  Peace  Corps. 

During  his  10  years  as  the  director  of  the  Oregon  DEQ,  Mr.  Hansen  has  distin- 
guished himself  as  a  consensus-oriented  and  bipartisan  decisionmaker.  He  has 
worked  very  effectively  with  both  Republicans  and  Democrats  at  the  State  level.  He 
is  also  widely  respected  as  a  leader  who  is  willing  to  take  an  aggressive  stand  to 
protect  the  quality  of  life  enjoyed  by  Oregonians. 

Under  his  leadership,  the  Oregon  DEQ  has  found  creative  ways  to  effectively  ad- 
dress the  spectnrm  of  environmental  issues  confi-onting  the  State  of  Oregon.  One 
fine  example  of  this  creativity  is  Fred's  participation  in  developing  the  Nation's  first 
statewide  environmental  audit  privilege.  This  is  the  latest  in  a  long  line  of  Oregon 
led  innovations.  I  am  proud  to  be  the  sponsor  of  legislation  in  the  Senate  to  estab- 
lish such  a  privilege  at  the  Federal  level. 

In  addition  to  directing  a  staff  of  640  and  a  budget  of  $46  million  in  administering 
a  host  of  State  and  Federal  environmental  laws,  Fred  has  served  on  a  number  of 
special  committees  and  boards:  the  Relative  Risk  Reduction  Committee  of  the 
Science  Advisory  Board  to  EPA;  the  Oregon  Governor's  Growth  Council;  the  Na- 
tional Superfund  Committee  (the  so-called  Keystone  group);  the  Air  Implementation 
Task  Force  of  the  National  Governors'  Association  and  EPA;  the  Resource  Conserva- 
tion and  Recovery  Act  subcommittee  of  the  State  and  EPA  committees;  and  a  host 
of  others. 

I  know  that  many  of  us  in  Oregon  will  miss  Fred's  talents.  But  Oregon's  loss  will 
be  the  countr^s  gain.  He  brings  with  him  a  sound  base  of  environmental  principles 
and  knowledge.  I  am  proud  to  present  him  and  commend  him  to  this  Committee. 

Senator  Chafee.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  just  want  to  say  that  Senator 
Hatfield  has  taken  a  deep  interest  in  this  nomination,  and  has  spo- 
ken to  me  and  written  and  so.  Senator,  we  appreciate  it,  thank  you 
very  much  for  taking  the  time  to  come  here. 

Senator  Baucus.  Mr.  Hansen,  we  are  honored  to  have  here  not 
only  a  senior  Senator  of  Oregon,  but  also  the  Administrator  of  the 


Environmental  Protection  Agency.  It's  not  often,  I  might  tell  you, 
that  the  head  of  an  organization  attends  confirmation  hearings  of 
various  personnel  before  this  committee.  We  are  very  honored,  as 
I  know  you  are,  by  having  Administrator  Browner  here. 
Administrator  Browner? 

STATEMENT  OF  HON.  CAROL  BROWNER,  ADMINISTRATOR, 
ENVIRONMENTAL  PROTECTION  AGENCY 

Ms.  Browner.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  thank  you,  mem- 
bers of  the  committee,  for  the  opportunity  to  be  here  today.  I  am 
very  pleased  to  bring  before  this  committee  Fred  Hansen,  the 
President's  nominee,  pending  final  approval,  for  Deputy  Adminis- 
trator of  EPA. 

The  position  of  Deputy  Administrator  is  the  number  two  post  at 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency.  It  is  a  position  that  carries 
critical  responsibility  for  protecting  the  health  of  the  people  of  this 
country,  the  health  of  the  natural  resources  we  all  snare,  our  air, 
our  land  and  our  water.  Now,  I  don't  know  that  I  could  add  much 
to  the  list  of  credentials  which  has  already  been  shared  with  you 
by  Senator  Hatfield. 

I  will  tell  you  that  Mr.  Hansen  has  served  longer  in  the  job  of 
State  environmental  director  than  anyone  in  the  history  of  this 
country.  He  has  worked  under  both  Democratic  and  Republican  ad- 
ministrations. He  is  recognized  among  the  State  environmental 
commissioners  as  one  of  the  best,  as  one  of  the  leaders,  as  someone 
who  has  been  willing  to  look  for  creative  solutions  to  difficult  prob- 
lems. He  has  reached  beyond  his  responsibilities  in  the  State  of  Or- 
egon to  provide  his  leadership  and  his  vision  to  national  issues. 

He  has  been  instrumental  in  the  Superfund  package,  which  this 
committee  has  reviewed,  coming  forth  from  Keystone,  and  has  en- 
hanced as  it  moves  through  the  United  States  Senate.  He  is  with- 
out a  doubt  a  participatory  environmental  decision  maker  and  that 
is  precisely  what  we  need  in  the  number  two  spot  at  the  Environ- 
mental Protection  Agency. 

Mr.  Hansen  and  I  have  enjoyed  the  opportunity  of  working  to- 
gether over  the  last  year  and  a  half  and  nave  found  that  we  share 
a  similar  vision,  a  commitment  to  working  closely  with  the  regulat- 
ing community,  the  environmental  community  and  the  public,  all 
of  whom  must  be  our  allies  in  the  job  that  we  do  on  behalf  of  the 
people  of  this  country. 

I  would  like  to,  Mr.  Chairman,  thank  you  for  everything  that  you 
have  done  on  behalf  of  EPA  during  this  session,  particularly  your 
efforts  to  help  see  our  budget  grow.  It  will  grow  this  year,  as  you 
mentioned  in  your  opening  statement,  and  that  is  in  large  part  a 
tribute  to  the  time  and  energy  that  you  have  brought  to  this  issue 
here  in  the  United  States  Congress. 

I  have  enjoyed  working  with  all  the  members  of  this  committee. 
I  hope  that  we  have  been  able  to  construct  a  dialogue  that  is  pro- 
ductive in  the  work  of  the  committee  and  we  look  forward  to  con- 
tinuing in  our  relationships,  not  only  with  the  members,  but  also 
with  the  staff  of  the  committee. 

And  finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  Robert  Sussman,  who  has 
served  in  the  Deputy  position  for  the  last  year  and  a  half.  He  has 
been  a  very  important  person  in  the  Agency,  he  has  provided  lead- 


ership  on  issues  that  have  been  important  both  to  the  committee 
and  to  the  Agency,  and  we  thank  him  for  his  service  and  wish  him 
the  best  of  luck  as  he  moves  on  his  career,  hopefully  to  serve  else- 
where in  the  Administration. 

Mr.  Chairman,  if  I  might  briefly  mention  another  panel  of  nomi- 
nees that  you  will  be  hearing  from  today,  and  that  is  the  Presi- 
dent's nominees  for  the  Chemical  Safety  and  Hazard  Investigation 
Board.  As  you  are  well  aware,  Mr.  Chairman,  this  is  an  independ- 
ent body  that  was  established  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  Amend- 
ments of  1990.  They  are  charged  with  investigating  chemical  acci- 
dents, proposing  steps  to  reduce  the  risks  of  chemical  production 
and  use,  conducting  research  and  issuing  reports  to  Congress  and 
other  government  bodies. 

And  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  the  three  nominees  to 
this  committee,  Dr.  Paul  Hill,  President  of  the  National  Institute 
for  Chemical  Studies  in  Charleston,  West  Virginia;  Dr.  Devra  Lee 
Davis,  Senior  Advisor  to  the  Assistant  Secretary  for  Health  at  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services;  and  Dr.  Gerald 
V.  Poie,  an  expert  with  the  National  Institute  of  Environmental 
Health  Sciences  in  Bethesda. 

We  appreciate,  Mr.  Chairman,  your  willingness  to  do  what  you 
can  to  move  these  nominations  forward  in  the  closing  days  of  this 
session.  I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  once  again  appear  before 
this  committee. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you,  Ms.  Browner. 

I'd  like  to  also  say,  as  this  is  probably  the  last  time  you'll  appear 
before  this  committee  this  year,  how  much  I  appreciate  your  going 
the  extra  mile  within  the  Agency  and  with  the  private  sector  and 
with  the  various  groups  and  with  Congress,  particularly  this  com- 
mittee, in  trying  to  find — it  sounds  kind  of  trite  but  it's  very  true — 
balanced,  common  sense,  pragmatic  solutions. 

And  it  goes  to  the  point  that  Senator  Hatfield  made  in  his  state- 
ment in  introducing  Mr.  Hansen,  that  namely,  Mr.  Hansen  has  a 
bipartisan,  consensual  approach  to  environmental  issues,  particu- 
larly with  the  Keystone  Commission,  for  example.  That's  good  evi- 
dence of  that. 

But  it's  not  glamorous  stuff.  It  doesn't  get  a  lot  of  headlines.  But 
it  gets  the  job  done.  I  very  much  appreciate  your  pursuing  that 
form  of  public  service  in  the  best  sense  of  the  term,  not  to  create 
issues  for  the  sake  of  issues,  grabbing  headlines  and  so  forth,  but 
getting  the  job  done,  advancing  the  ball  forward,  and  I  very  much 
appreciate  the  attitude  you  have  taken. 

Ms.  Browner.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Senator  Baucus.  Mr.  Hansen,  do  you  have  a  statement? 

STATEMENT  OF  FREDERIC  J.  HANSEN,  NOMINATED  TO  BE 
DEPUTY  ADMINISTRATOR,  ENVIRONMENTAL  PROTECTION 
AGENCY 

Mr.  Hansen.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  members  of  the  commit- 
tee. 

For  the  record  again,  Fred  Hansen,  currently  Director  of  Or- 
egon's Department  of  Environmental  Quality.  I  appear  before  you 
as  the  President's  nominee,  pending  completion  of  my  security 
clearance,  to  serve  as  Deputy  Administrator  of  the  U.S.  Environ- 
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mental  Protection  Agency.  I  am  very  honored  to  be  chosen  by  Presi- 
dent Chnton  and  Administrator  Browner  as  the  nominee  for  this 
important  position.  I  look  forward  to  serving  the  President,  the 
Congress,  and  the  Nation  in  this  capacity. 

In  particular,  I  look  forward  to  working  with  this  committee  on 
the  very  critical  issues  facing  the  EPA.  What  I  would  like  to  do  is 
submit  my  statement  for  the  record  and  just  hit  several  of  the 
highlights. 

Senator  Baucus.  Without  objection,  so  ordered. 

Mr.  Hansen.  First  is  that  I  bring,  I  think,  to  this  position,  my 
experience  as  State  Environmental  Director  for  10 y2  years.  I  know 
first-hand  the  needs  to  make  our  environmental  programs  function 
at  the  working  level.  I  will  bring  those  experiences  of  State  govern- 
ment to  bear  on  the  work  at  EPA.  And  as  you  know  better  than 
I,  it  is  critical  to  reconnect  our  government  programs  at  the  Fed- 
eral, State  and  local  levels. 

Second,  I  think  we  all  know  that  the  issues  surrounding  environ- 
mental regulations  can  be  contentious.  In  Oregon,  as  both  Senator 
Hatfield  and  Administrator  Browner  pointed  out,  I  do  look  towards 
broad-based  involvement  of  all  stakeholders.  We  have  utilized  advi- 
sory committees  on  all  significant  rulemaking  processes  within  the 
State  of  Oregon. 

I  have  recruited  interested  individuals  and  involved  citizens  to 
serve  on  these  committees,  from  our  agricultural  community,  from 
our  environmental  community,  from  our  industrial  community, 
from  just  citizens  throughout  the  State.  I  have  also  specifically 
sought  out  individuals  from  all  walks  of  life,  from  retired  Supreme 
Court  justices  to  county  commissioners  who  care  about  making  Or- 
egon a  better  place  to  work  and  live. 

These  committees,  these  advisory  committees,  have  done  a  re- 
markable job  in  Oregon  of  bringing  together  all  major  stakeholders 
in  the  issues  at  hand,  and  have  brought  remarkable  consensus  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  we  have  adopted.  The  commitment  to  in- 
volve stakeholders  in  the  business  at  hand  is  an  approach  I  hope 
to  continue  at  the  EPA. 

Third,  at  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  I  have  been 
able  to  attract,  retain  and  develop  quality,  professional  staff  that 
I  think  has  been  outstanding.  I  hope  I  can  contribute  to  supporting 
a  similar,  positive  work  environment  to  attract  and  retain  com- 
petent professionals  from  a  wide  variety  of  professions  at  the  EPA. 
I  am  committed  to  ensuring  that  the  dedicated  and  very  competent 
staff  at  the  EPA  will  have  the  opportunity  and  tools  to  perform  to 
their  full  capacity. 

Fourth,  I  have  continued  to  be  able  to  share  my  experiences  out- 
side of  the  State.  You  have  heard  mention  of  the  National 
Superfund  Commission.  I  have  also  served  on,  among  others,  the 
EPA's  Science  Advisory  Board,  dealing  with  reducing  risk. 

I  have  also  worked  with  the  Hazardous  Waste  Identification  Rule 
Federal  Advisory  Committee,  which  although  rather  arcane  within 
the  works  of  the  RCRA  program,  does  represent,  I  think,  a  new 
step  to  be  able  to  have  a  partnership  between  the  States  and  EPA 
in  rulemaking  efforts.  I  have  also  worked  on  the  groundwater  study 
by  the  Urban  Institute  which  provided  a  guidance  handbook  to 


state  and  local  governments  to  be  able  to  protect  this  very  valuable 
resource. 

I  might  also  mention  that  Oregon  faces  severe  budget  restric- 
tions, principally  because  of  a  property  tax  limitation  measure, 
rather  than  a  weakened  economy.  But  in  any  event,  it  has  resulted 
in  a  very  real  effort  that  I  have  led  within  my  department  to 
streamline  government  to  make  it  more  efficient,  to  make  it  sen- 
sitive to  the  people  we  deal  with  and  to  make  sure  that  whatever 
dollars  we  do  spend  are  done  in  as  efficient  a  manner  as  possible. 

The  environment  is  at  the  center  of  our  efforts  for  sustainability, 
and  I  believe  we  must  leave  to  future  generations  an  environment 
at  least  of  the  quality  we  inherited  from  our  parents.  I  have  dedi- 
cated the  last  10  and  one  half  years  of  my  life  to  maintaining  and 
improving  the  quality  of  Oregon's  environment.  I  would  be  very 
honored  to  bring  these  experiences  and  skills  to  bear  on  the  prob- 
lems facing  the  Nation. 

I  look  forward  to  working  with  this  committee  and  actively  con- 
sulting with  its  members  and  staff  in  the  important  duties  of  this 
position.  I  would  be  very  happy  to  answer  any  questions. 

I  might  also  add,  I  was  very  honored  that  Senator  Hatfield  was 
here  to  introduce  me,  and  that  Administrator  Browner  was  able  to 
be  here  as  well.  I  feel  very  special  by  those  introductions. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Hansen. 

Why  do  you  want  this  job? 

Mr.  Hansen.  A  number  of  people  have  asked  me  that. 

[Laughter.] 

Senator  Baucus.  And  what's  the  answer? 

Mr.  Hansen.  I  think  that's  when  they  were  shaking  their  head. 

Mr.  Chairman,  in  seriousness,  I  have  dedicated  a  lot  of  my  life, 
my  professional  life  and  beyond,  to  issues  dealing  with  the  quality 
of  life  in  Oregon.  The  opportunity  to  be  able  to  affect  national  poli- 
cies that  I  have  had  to  implement  within  the  State  of  Oregon  is  the 
first  main  reason.  Second,  I  want  to  take  some  of  the  experiences 
I've  had  and  bring  them  to  bear  on  the  EPA  process. 

So  it  is  these  things  which  lead  me  to  say  I  would  very,  very 
much  like  to  be  able  to  serve  as  Deputy  Administrator. 

Senator  BAUCUS.  So  it's  the  process,  the  management  issue  that 
makes  your  blood  flow?  Is  that  why  you  want  this  job? 

Mr.  Hansen.  Mr.  Chairman,  it  is,  but  it's  also  combined  with  the 
subject  matter.  I  could  not  say  the  same  thing  about  other  govern- 
mental activities. 

But  the  environmental  field  is  one  that  I  do  think  is  at  the  very 
basis  of  our  ability  to  sustain  a  quality  life,  to  be  able  to  sustain 
work  opportunities  for  our  citizens  and  to  be  able  to  provide  for  a 
healthy  environment.  And  it's  that  quality  of  life  issue  that  seems 
to  me  to  be  at  the  very  heart  of  environmental  protection. 

Senator  Baucus.  What  do  you  want  to  have  accomplished  by  the 
time  you  leave? 

Mr.  Hansen.  Mr.  Chairman,  it's  always  difficult  to  speak  of  leg- 
acy before  one's  even  begun. 

Senator  Baucus.  What's  your  goal?  Here  you  are,  you  have  an 
opportunity  to  do  something.  What  is  it  that  you  want  to  have  done 
by  the  time  you  leave? 
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Mr.  Hansen.  Mr.  Chairman,  the  initiatives  that  have  been  put 
forward  by  Administrator  Browner  are  initiatives  that  I  believe  in 
and  that  I  feel  are  very  critical:  the  common  sense  initiative,  the 
approaches  to  environmental  justice,  a  series  of  other  initiatives. 
Those  initiatives  need  to  be  able  to  be  integrated  fully  within  the 
Agency,  to  be  able  to  be  delivered  at  the  working  level  throughout 
an  over  19,000-person  work  force. 

I  believe  that  the  skills  that  I  bring  and  what  I  will  take  satisfac- 
tion in  and  consider  a  legacy  is  to  ensure  that  the  basic  operation 
of  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  reflects  in  all  of  its  activi- 
ties that  same  commitment  to  those  goals,  those  changes  that  are 
necessary  within  the  Agency.  My  legacy,  I  would  hope,  would  be  to 
have  it  said  that  Fred  Hansen  was  able  to  ensure  not  just  at  the 
top  levels  of  the  Agency,  but  rather  throughout  that  organization, 
that  the  initiatives  and  the  changes  that  are  so  necessary  are  in 
fact  implemented  and  managed  throughout  that  organization. 

Senator  Baucus.  Is  there  anything  else,  that's  more  particularly 
Fred  Hansen,  rather  than  what  the  Agency  did  or  what  Carol 
Browner  did? 

Mr.  Hansen.  Mr.  Chairman,  throughout  my  career  I  have  found 
that  I  take  much  more  satisfaction  in  seeing  results  of  an  organiza- 
tion perform  to  its  full  ability.  Clearly  from  a  standpoint  of  environ- 
mental protection,  I  do  have  specific  areas  of  both  interest  and 
knowledge.  The  relationships  between  States  and  the  Environ- 
mental Protection  Agency  is  one  that  I  think  that  can  improved 
and  that  I  will  dedicate  myself  to. 

In  terms  of  particular  environmental  quality  issues,  I  believe 
that  we  have  focused  substantially  on  the  discharges  from  point 
sources.  I  think  we  have  done  less  to  be  able  to  effectively  develop 
programs  to  deal  across  the  board  with  other  non-point  sources, 
non-discharge  points,  but  things  that  are  affecting  our  environ- 
ment. 

I  believe  we  have  also  not  looked  holistically  at  environmental 
problems,  rather,  we  have  looked  at  it  pollutant  by  pollutant,  we 
look  at  it  media  by  media.  The  idea  of  approaching  things  on  eco- 
system-wide basis,  issues  that  we  have  begun  in  Oregon  as  we 
have  been  wrestling  with  endangered  species  listings  for  our  salm- 
on, are  things  that  I  will  want  to  be  able  to  bring  to  bear  in  terms 
of  the  accomplishments  of  the  Agency  during  my  tenure. 

Senator  Baucus.  How  does  one  break  down  the  religious  war 
that  sometimes  occurs  between  the  environmental  community  and 
the  business  or  development  community?  Often,  I  think  that  groups 
don't  really  want  to  resolve  their  differences;  they  like  to  fight  and 
boost  their  membership.  Most  often  they  want  to  resolve  issues,  but 
I'm  struck  with  the  inability  of  one  side  to  even  listen  to  the  other, 
let  alone  sit  down  at  the  table  and  try  to  work  out  an  accommoda- 
tion. 

In  your  judgment,  what's  your  advice  as  to  how  you  intend  to 
reach  an  accommodation,  rather  than  just  let  people  shout  and  get 
headlines,  which  stymies  action?  Do  you  have  a  certain  approach, 
a  certain  style,  a  certain  solution? 

Mr.  Hansen.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  can  speak  to  what  I  think  has 
worked  well  in  my  experiences  within  Oregon,  and  some  to  the  Na- 
tional Superfund  Commission,  which  I  think  also  was  a  remarkable 
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ability  to  pull  together  a  consensus.  In  Oregon,  we  have  been  suc- 
cessful if  we  began  to  involve  stakeholders  at  the  very  outset  of  ad- 
dressing an  issue,  not  after  we  in  the  agency  have  already  pretty 
well  thought  out  what  we  want  to  do  and  merely  want  people  to 
come  together  and  either  endorse  that  or  somehow  maybe  make 
minor  modifications  around  the  edges.  Rather,  we  need  to  bring 
those  stakeholders  in  very  early  on  in  all  our  processes. 

Second,  we  need  to  make  sure  that  we  didn't  leave  out  significant 
stakeholders  and  only  attempt  to  bring  them  in  later  on  in  the 
process. 

Senator  Baucus.  You're  really  referring  to  some  of  the  commu- 
nity involvement  provisions  in  proposed  Superfund  legislation. 

Mr.  Hansen.  Certainly,  the  community  involvement  is  absolutely 
key  from  the  very  beginning.  The  bitterness,  the  deep  bitterness, 
that  we  saw  reflected  in  the  issue  brought  before  the  National 
Superfund  Commission  I  think  could  well  have  been  minimized,  if 
not  eliminated,  by  early  involvement  in  the  decisions  affecting  spe- 
cific sites  for  those  citizens  who  were  living  nearby. 

But  I  think  those  experiences  have  taught  me  that  if  people  are 
brought  into  that  process  early,  if  they  are  brought  into  it  in  a 
meaningful  way,  in  a  way  that  really  says,  if  you,  the  committee, 
advisory  committee  or  group,  decides  something,  that  even  if  it's 
not  what  we  as  a  bureaucracy  might  conclude  is  our  answer,  but 
it  does  not  do  injustice  to  that  effort,  then  I  believe  that  we  must 
defer  to  that  stakeholder  recommendation.  This  is  critical  because 
of  the  belief  held  that  many  of  our  citizens,  that  there  is  a  dis- 
connect between  what  citizens  believe  their  government  can  deliver 
and  what  their  government  actually  does  deliver. 

So  I  believe  it's  that  early  and  often  involvement  in  a  meaningful 
role  given  to  all  stakeholders,  and  the  respect  paid  to  the  opinions 
that  come  forward. 

Senator  Baucus.  What  do  you  regard  as  our  country's  environ- 
mental priorities?  When  you  sit  back  and  ask  yourself,  irrespective 
of  where  we're  putting  resources,  irrespective  of  where  the  pro- 
grams are,  programs  and  the  resources  may  not  match  the  need, 
I'm  asking  you  what  you  think  the  need  is,  that  is,  what  do  you 
think  deserves  greater  attention  in  this  country  to  protect  Ameri- 
cans? 

What  are  the  problems  on  the  top  of  your  list  that  you  rank  or 
prioritize  as  environmental  problems?  After  all,  we  don't  have  infi- 
nite resources.  We  have  to  make  some  choices  here.  Which  ones  do 
you  tend  to  put  down  near  the  bottom? 

Mr.  Hansen.  Mr.  Chairman,  first,  the 

Senator  Baucus.  This  is  Fred  Hansen  personally  speaking. 

Mr.  Hansen.  Yes,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  make  the  caveat  that  I 
am  not  speaking  as  the  Deputy  Administrator  for  the  Agency. 

From  my  perspective,  there  are  several  areas  that  are  particu- 
larly critical  that  need  more  attention.  I  find  myself  concerned  that 
we  have  not  looked  at  the  risks  that  are  posed  by  a  number  of  sub- 
stances, chemical  substances  within  our  environment.  When  we 
have  looked  at  those  chemical  substances,  we  have  tended  to  focus 
on  the  cancer  risk,  that  end  point,  rather  than  a  broader  range  of 
health  end  points,  such  as  reproductive  disorders  or  brain  dysfunc- 
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tions.  So  the  issue,  I  think,  of  unknown  or  not  fully  appreciated  re- 
sults of  pollution  is  an  area  that  I  think  is  of  particular  concern. 

Second,  I  believe  that  the  issues  that  are  related  to  loss  of  habi- 
tat and  general  ability  to  sustain  a  healthy  ecosystem,  need  more 
attention.  I  do  not  believe  we  have  enough  science  to  be  able  to 
fully  understand  what  these  interrelationships  are,  and  as  a  result, 
do  not  have  the  ability  to  fully  recognize  when  there  is  a  threat  to 
our  ecosystems  which  require  action  and  when  such  action  is  war- 
ranted. 

Again,  this  is  an  area  where  I  believe  that  better  science  is  abso- 
lutely key  and  something  that  I  would  find  myself  wanting  to  make 
sure  that  we  moved  along  as  effectively  and  as  fully  as  possible. 

Senator  Baucus.  We  don't  want  to  spend  a  lot  of  time  to  probe 
these.  One  thought  comes  to  mind.  A  lot  of  people  tell  me  that  they 
are  very  concerned  that  the  EPA  has  too  much  control  over  the  out- 
come of  a  scientific  investigation,  and  suggests  that  there  should  be 
an  almost  equal  peer  review  on  the  science,  whether  we're  talking 
about  the  Endangered  Species  Act  or  whatever  it  might  be. 

They're  concerned  that  the  EPA's  scientists  try  to  attempt  to  an- 
swer these  questions;  and  there's  too  much  control  by  the  EPA  over 
its  scientists,  so  it's  not  objective  or  honest.  As  you  well  know,  the 
American  peoples'  confidence  in  the  Federal  Government  is  not 
high.  It's  very  low.  It's  as  low  as  I've  ever  seen  it.  Many  reasons 
explain  that. 

One  of  them,  I  think,  is  the  insufficient  credibility  of  the  Amer- 
ican Grovemment's  decisions.  So  we're  trying  to  eliminate,  in  a 
small  way,  but  one  way  to  help  achieve  credibility  is  a  more  out- 
side, out  of  the  Government  peer  review. 

Mr.  Hansen.  Absolutely. 

Senator  Baucus.  Does  that  make  sense  to  you? 

Mr.  Hansen.  Mr.  Chairman,  absolutely,  and  as  I  understand  it, 
EPA,  in  an  effort  to  be  able  to  establish  a  complete  and  consistent 
peer  review  policy  throughout  the  Agency  is  taking  steps  to  estab- 
lish such  a  policy.  This  policy  seeks  to  involve  more  people  outside 
of  Government  to  evaluate  and  review  the  scientific  work  of  the 
Agency.  Because  very  frankly,  some  of  the  best  minds  are  not  nec- 
essarily within  the  Government.  Leave  aside  the  issue  of  whether 
there  are  policy  differences,  I  think  that  this  process  improves  the 
science. 

Senator  Baucus.  One  final  subject  that's  very  near  and  dear  to 
my  heart,  and  that's  environmental  technology.  I  firmly  believe 
that  the  primary  goal  of  almost  every  action  we  take  should  be  to 

Eursue  sustainable  development.  As  we  all,  as  Americans,  want 
etter  incomes,  want  better  jobs,  we  want  economic  growth,  we 
want  it  sustained.  We  want  it  to  continue  in  the  long  run. 

I  believe  that  a  good  bridge  is  environmental  technology,  that  is 
development  or  incentives  for  environmental  technologies  to  ad- 
dress, not  only  remedial  technologies,  but  also  preventive  tech- 
nologies and  process  technologies.  I  strongly  encourage  you  at  EPA 
to  give  a  lot  of  thought  to  that. 

That's  another  way  to  help  bridge  the  gap,  too,  because  the  envi- 
ronmental community  and  the  business  community  both  agree  that 
we  need  better  environmental  technologies.  It  creates  jobs,  it  ad- 
dresses the  trade  imbalance.  There's  about  a  $200  billion  or  $300 


llion  worldwide  market  already  in  environmental  technology.  It's 
ear  to  me  that  to  increase  this  country's  growth,  worldwide,  we're 
)ing  to  have  to  spend  more  time  developing  environmental  tech- 
)logies.  If  we're  there  early  on,  we're  more  like  to  do  better.  So 
want  to  encourage  that. 

I  have  a  lot  more  questions,  but  we  don't  have  the  time. 
Senator  Durenberger,  do  you  have  any  questions? 
Senator  Durenberger.  No,  I  don't,  I  just  want  to  wish  Mr.  Han- 
in  the  best. 

Mr.  Hansen.  Thank  you. 

Senator  Baucus.  Mr.  Hansen,  two  questions  I  forgot  to  ask  you, 
id  these  are  obligatory  questions. 
Mr.  Hansen.  Yes. 

Senator  Baucus.  Are  you  willing,  at  the  request  of  any  duly  con- 
ituted  committee  of  the  Congress,  to  appear  as  a  witness? 
Mr.  Hansen.  Absolutely  yes. 

Senator  Baucus.  Do  you  know  of  any  matters  which  may  or  may 
Dt  have  been  thus  far  disclosed  which  might  place  you  in  a  conflict 
'  interest  if  you  are  confirmed  in  this  position? 
Mr.  Hansen.  I'm  aware  of  none. 
Senator  Baucus.  Grood.  Thank  you  very  much. 
Mr.  Hansen.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you.  We'll  get  to  action  on  you  a  little 
iter.

regon.  I  have  extensive  experience  in  managing  budgets,  implementing  faithfully 
id  fully  the  policy  established  by  the  Legislative  bodies  with  which  I  have  dealt, 
id  working  tirelessly  to  make  government  efficient,  responsive  and  effective. 
You  have  copies  of  my  resume  and,  therefore,  know  the  broad  outlines  of  my  back- 
round.

Third,  the  quality  to  staff  we  have  been  able  to  attract,  retain  and  develop  at  the 
Department  has  been,  in  my  view,  outstanding.  I  believe  that  this  has  been  possible 
by  our  commitment  to  an  open  and  diverse  work  force,  a  workplace  in  which  individ- 
ual performance  is  encouraged  and  rewarded  and  that  a  premium  is  placed  on  intel- 
lectual honesty  and  professionalism.  I  hope  I  can  contribute  to  supporting  a  similar 
positive  work  environment  to  attract  and  retain  competent  professionals  from  a 
wide  variety  of  professions  at  the  EPA.  I  am  committed  to  ensuring  that  the  dedi- 
cated and  very  competent  staff  at  the  EPA  can  perform  to  their  full  capacity. 

Fourth,  I  have  continually  attempted  to  share  the  experiences  I  have  gained  with 
others  throughout  the  Nation.  I  have  done  this  by  serving  on  numerous  national  ef- 
forts aimed  at  specific  environmental  issues.  Let  me  list  four  of  these  which  I  be- 
lieve are  representative  of  this  work: 

•  National  Superfund  Commission.— This  was  the  Keystone  effort  chaired  by 
Jonathan  Lash  which  I  believe  has  helped  move  ahead  the  debate  on  Superfund 
reauthorization. 

•  EPA  Science  Advisory  Board,  Reducing  Risk  Committee. — I  believe  the 
work  of  this  committee  helped  advance  the  debate  in  this  area. 

•  Hazardous  Waste  Identification  Rule  Committee.— As  the  co-chair,  until  re- 
cently, of  this  effort,  much  progress  has  been  made  not  only  on  addressing  this 
contentious  issue  but  also  forging  a  new  way  of  doing  business  between  States 
and  the  EPA  in  rulemaking  efforts — a  partnership  which  I  hope  will  apply  to 
other  rulemaking  efforts  in  the  future. 

•  Groundwater  Study  by  the  Urban  Institute.— This  effort  involved  the  devel- 
opment of  a  practical  guide  to  Local  and  State  governments  on  implementing 
programs  to  protect  this  valuable  resource. 

Oregon,  like  the  rest  of  the  country,  faces  increasing  demands  for  more  efficient 
services  at  a  time  of  diminishing  resources.  My  experiences  in  successfully  stream- 
lining government  in  the  face  of  budgetary  constraints  is  something  that  I  believe 
will  be  of  benefit  in  my  service  at  the  EPA. 

The  environment  is  the  center  of  our  efforts  for  sustainability  and  I  believe  we 
must  leave  to  future  generations  an  environment  of  at  least  the  quality  we  inherited 
from  our  parents.  I  have  dedicated  the  last  ten  and  one  half  years  of  my  life  to 
maintaining  and  improving  the  quality  of  Oregon's  environment.  I  would  be  very 
honored  to  bring  these  experiences  and  skills  to  bear  upon  the  problems  facing  the 
Nation. 

I  look  forward  to  working  with  this  Committee  and  actively  consulting  with  its 
members  and  staff  in  the  important  duties  of  this  position.

Responsibilities 

Question  1.  The  specific  responsibilities  of  the  EPA  Deputy  Administrator  have 
varied  fix)m  Administrator  to  Administrator  and  fi-om  Deputy  to  Deputy.  Some  Dep- 
uties have  been  heavily  involved  in  a  few  substantive  areas,  and  some  have  as- 
sumed managerial  responsibilities  over  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the  Agency. 

Based  upon  your  discussions  with  Administrator  Browner,  if  you  are  confirmed 
what  will  be  your  primary  duties  at  the  EPA? 

How  much  of  your  responsibilities  will  be  managerial? 

Do  you  expect  to  specialize  in  any  particular  substantive  issues? 

Answer:  Administrator  Browner  and  I  have  discussed  her  expectations  for  me  as 
Deputy  Administrator. 

First,  she  expects  many  of  the  day-to-day  management  duties  to  be  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Deputy.  These  subject  areas  will  include,  among  others,  regulatory  de- 
velopment, sound  science,  reinvention  of  government,  EPA  regional  and  State  rela- 
tionships, budget  preparation  and  ensuring  accountability  throughout  the  manage- 
ment system. 

Second,  m^'or  issues  fi-equently  arise  that  require  attention  at  the  top  level  of  the 
Agency.  These  issues  are  diverse  and  can  involve  everything  fit)m  strategy  decisions 
on  newly  identified  environmental  problems  to  case-specific  decisions  that  set  na- 
tional precedents.  As  these  issues  arise,  I  will  be  responsible  for  managing  their  res- 
olution. 

Third,  and  most  important,  the  Administrator  expects  that  she  and  the  Deputy 
will  operate  as  a  tetim.  As  a  result  the  Deputy,  operating  with  the  Administrator's 
full  confidence,  will  be  expected  to  take  on  numerous  duties  as  needed. 

EPA  Budget  Issues 

Question  2.  As  the  head  of  a  State  environmental  protection  agency,  you  have 
worked  with  the  U.S.  EPA,  and  should  be  aware  of  the  Agenc/s  capabilities  and 
resources.  In  your  view,  what  are  EPA's  greatest  resource  deficiencies? 

Answer:  As  a  State  Commissioner,  I  am  acutely  aware  of  the  resource  constraints 
we  face  at  the  State,  local  and  Federal  levels.  These  constraints  require  making  dif- 
ficult choices  among  competing  priorities.  As  part  of  the  management  team  at  EPA, 
I  will  make  resource  recommendations.  Among  the  areas  where  we  in  Oregon  would 
like  to  see  additional  funding  are  State  grants  in  all  areas,  financial  and  technical 
assistance  for  nonpoint  sources,  watershed  protection  and  pollution  prevention. 
There  are  other  areas,  from  Oregon's  perspective,  where  resource  deficiencies  exist, 
but  the  above  are  the  ones  I  consider  most  significant. 

Question  3.  Do  you  believe  that  EPA  is  devoting  sufficient  resources  to  the  envi- 
ronmental problems  that  pose  the  greatest  health  risks?  Are  EPA's  resources  allo- 
cated wisely  to  those  risks  that  represent  the  greatest  risks  to  human  health  and 
the  environment,  or  should  EPA's  resources  be  re-prioritized  based  more  on  risk  as- 
sessment? 

Answer:  Risk  can  and  should  play  a  very  key  role  in  helping  the  Agency  and  Con- 
gress establish  environmental  priorities.  While  more  improvements  are  still  needed, 
the  science  of  risk  assessment  has  improved  greatly  over  the  last  decade. 

While  risk  assessment  can  be  one  important  tool  for  risk  managers,  we  must  rec- 
ognize that  there  are  certain  limitations  to  using  risk  in  environmental  priority  set- 
ting and  decisionmaking. 

First,  risk  data  are  available  for  only  a  limited  number  of  pollutants  to  which  we 
are  exposed. 

Second,  risk  assessment  to  date  has  focused  heavily  on  cancer  risk.  There  are 
other  health  end  points,  such  as  brain  disorders  and  reproductive  process  disrup- 
tions, which  are  not  fully  understood. 

Third,  risk  assessments  contain,  by  their  very  nature,  numerous  assumptions 
about  exposure.  We  have  a  long  way  to  go  before  we  fully  understand  human  and 
environmental  exposure  to  chemicals. 
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Policy  makers  need  tx)  be  aware  of  these  limitations  as  they  use  risk  along  with 
other  equally  important  considerations  about  other  values  such  as  economics,  envi- 
ronmental justice,  or  citizen  views  in  setting  policy. 

At  the  heart  of  this  issue  is  the  continviing  need  for  sound  science  and  to  continue 
to  improve  the  science  of  risk  assessment.  I  am  committed  to  improving  science  in 
this  and  in  all  areas  within  EPA. 

I  commit  to  you,  as  you  ask,  to  use  risk  as  well  as  other  societal  values  in  estab- 
lishing environmental  priorities  at  EPA.  Most  importantly  I  look  forward  to  working 
with  this  Committee  and  its  staflF  to  ensure  that  we  focus  our  resources  on  the  most 
pressing  issues. 

Question  4.  As  you  know,  EPA  delegates  significant  environmental  protection  re- 
sponsibilities to  State  governments.  State  agencies,  like  EPA,  lack  adequate  re- 
sources to  meet  all  of  their  delegated  requirements.  Some  States,  in  fact,  are  threat- 
ening to  return  their  authority  to  EPA.  How  serious  are  the  State  resource  prob- 
lems, and  how  can  EPA  work  with  the  States  to  resolve  some  of  these  issues? 

Answer:  The  resource  problems  facing  States  are  serious  to  critical  depending 
upon  the  State  we  are  evaluating.  From  a  State's  perspective  we  of  course  would 
welcome  more  Federal  grants.  In  the  current  budget  climate  this  is  not  realistic.  I 
do  believe,  again  from  the  perspective  of  a  State  director,  that  a  mandated  fee  struc- 
ture as  was  included  in  the  Clean  Air  Act  can  assist  States  greatly  in  addressing 
resource  issues. 

There  are  also,  in  my  view,  three  things  which  EPA  can  do  to  assist  States  and 
thereby  help  address  resource  issues. 

First,  States  often  have  limited  capacity  to  conduct  basic  research  regarding  envi- 
ronmental problems.  EPA's  capacity  to  assist  the  States  in  these  areas,  such  as  river 
studies  or  regional  air  quality  data  gathering  should  be  enhanced. 

Second,  since  the  beginning  of  EPA's  programs  in  the  early  1970s,  there  has  been 
substantied  improvement  in  most  States'  capacity  to  carry  out  environmental  pro- 
grams. I  don't  believe  that  we  are  working  in  sufficient  partnership  with  capable 
States  to  assure  we  are  not  duplicating  work  between  EPA  and  States.  We  must 
work  to  better  complement  one  another,  to  implement  our  national  goals. 

Third,  establishing  a  "one  mold  fits  all"  approach  to  regulations  does  not  properly 
account  for  the  differences  in  various  industries  and  sections  of  the  country.  More 
flexibility  needs  to  be  found  to  address  these  differences — flexibility  which  does  not 
result  in  less  environmental  protection  for  different  parts  of  our  population  or  coun- 
try. 

Question  5.  Many  of  EPA's  problems  can  be  traced,  one  way  or  the  other,  to  the 
Agency's  inadequate  budget.  Attaining  additional  resources  for  EPA  is  one  of  this 
Committee's  priorities.  Can  I  have  your  commitment  that  this  will  be  one  of  your 
priorities,  as  well? 

Answer:  I  have  not  studied  the  EPA  budget  and  cannot  speak  to  possible  defi- 
ciencies in  it.  I  can,  however,  commit  to  you  that  I  perceive  my  role  to  be  to  do  the 
best  job  possible  to  identify  the  work  which  you  the  Congress  have  directed  the  EPA 
to  do  and  the  level  of  resources  needed  to  accomplish  that  work.  I  will,  with  Admin- 
istrator Browner,  be  an  advocate  for  the  resources  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  you 
have  established.

On  Tuesday  you  asked  me  to  list  my  personal  priorities  that  I  would  bring  to  the 
Agency,  if  confirmed  to  this  position.  I  would  like,  at  your  pleasure,  to  add  an  addi- 
tional item  which,  in  truth,  should  have  headed  my  list.  That  issue  is  pollution  pre- 
vention; an  area  in  which  Oregon  has  been  a  national  leader  and  which  has  pro- 
vided significant  reductions  in  pollution  loading  in  the  most  cost  effective  manner. 

One  of  the  reasons  I  am  so  pleased  to  be  nominated  to  this  position  is  that  I  know 
Administrator  Browner  is  equally  committed  to  pursuing  pollution  prevention.

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Senator  Baucus.  Next  panel  consists  of  three  persons  nominated 
to  the  Chemical  Safety  and  Hazard  Investigation  Board.  This  board 
was  created  as  part  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1990.  The  Board  is  re- 
sponsible for  investigating  chemical  accidents  and  making  rec- 
ommendations to  improve  the  safety  of  the  transportation,  han- 
dling and  storage  of  chemicals.  The  functions  of  the  board  to  in- 
spect chemical  safety  are  similar  to  the  functions  of  the  National 
Transportation  Safety  Board  with  respect  to  transportation  safety. 

Although  the  board  has  been  authorized  since  1990,  it  has  not 
yet  been  created.  Dr.  Hill,  Dr.  Davis  and  Dr.  Poje  are  the  first 
nominees  to  the  board.  I  am  pleased  that  the  Administration  has 
made  the  long  overdue  nominations  that  are  necessary  to  bring  this 
board  into  existence  and  allow  it  to  function. 

It's  my  understanding  that  the  President  intends  to  nominate 
two  other  board  members  shortly.  Drs.  Hill,  Davis  and  Poje  have 
the  necessary  background  and  experience  for  the  position.  Each  of 
them  has  been  extensively  involved  with  environmental  safety  and 
health  issues.  Each  is  familiar  with  the  types  of  issues  that  will  be 
facing  the  board.  I  commend  the  President  for  nominating  these 
qualified  individuals. 

And  now  I  would  like  to  hear  from  the  nominees,  to  make  a 
statement  how  they  would  like  to. 

OPENING  STATEMENT  OF  HON.  DAVE  DURENBERGER,  U.S. 
SENATOR  FROM  THE  STATE  OF  MINNESOTA 

Senator  DURENBERGER.  Mr.  Chairman,  briefly,  if  I  may,  it  is  a 
great  pleasure  to  join  you  in  finally  welcoming  nominees  to  the 
Chemical  Safety  Board.  I  will  say  I  had  the  opportunity  yesterday 
to  visit  with  each  of  the  nominees,  and  relay  to  them  the  long 
struggle,  since  1990,  that  brings  us  to  this  point  today. 

Before  we  hear  their  testimony,  I'd  like  to  make  two  points  about 
the  Chemical  Safety  Board.  The  first,  with  respect  to  the  board's 
responsibility  to  the  people  in  the  communities  where  chemical  ac- 
cidents occur,  in  my  view,  the  most  important  job  for  the  board  is 
to  address  the  concerns  of  the  people  who  are  directly  affected  by 
an  accident,  by  finding  out  what  caused  the  accident  so  similar 
events  might  be  prevented  in  the  future. 

This  comes  about  from,  and  we  all  have  personal  experiences 
here,  but  in  July  of  1986,  we  had  a  major  pipeline  accident  in  Min- 
nesota. There  was  a  gasoline  pipeline  shipping  product  from  Min- 
neapolis to  Duluth,  it  ruptured  and  the  gasoline  ran  through  a  sub- 
urban neighborhood,  causing  an  explosion  that  killed  a  woman  and 
her  daughter.  A  number  of  Gk)vemment  agencies  responded,  as 
they  always  do,  but  with  one  exception. 

The  impression  left  was  government  unconcerned  or  unable  to 
deal  with  the  real  issues  raised  by  the  accident.  The  regulatory 
agency  charged  with  ensuring  pipeline  safety,  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Transportation,  also  had  a  responsibility  to  restore  gasoline  de- 
liveries to  Duluth,  and  it  rushed  to  get  the  pipeline  back  in  oper- 
ation. State  and  local  agencies  or  safety  and  emergency  response 
authorities  had  no  power  to  impose  additional  safety  requirements 
before  renewed  operations,  because  vital  pipeline  law  was  pre- 
empted. 
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The  only  agency  that  delivered  answers  to  our  questions,  peoples' 
questions,  was  the  National  Transportation  Safety  Board.  The 
NTSB  came  to  Minnesota,  held  extensive  hearings,  gathered  evi- 
dence, made  judgments  about  the  cause,  made  recommendations 
for  measures  that  would  prevent  similar  events  in  the  future.  The 
Federal  pipeline  law,  Minnesota  State  law,  have  each  been  amend- 
ed to  implement  many  of  their  recommendations. 

You  could  never  make  up  for  the  personal  pain  and  the  loss  that 
is  experienced  by  people  and  their  families.  But  there  is  also  a  soci- 
etal need  to  come  to  grips  with  the  causes  of  these  accidents  and 
to  take  action  to  prevent  repetition.  Like  the  NTSB,  the  Chemical 
Safety  Board  is  intended  to  address  that  need  as  it  is  experienced 
by  communities  across  the  country  today.  The  first  responsibility  of 
the  board  is  to  answer  the  question,  why,  asked  by  everyone  di- 
rectly affected  in  that  accident. 

The  second  point  I  want  to  make  is  about  the  role  of  the  board 
vis-a-vis  EPA.  I  had  to  answer  this  one  a  hundred  times  back  in 
1990,  and  I'm  going  to  repeat  it  again  today.  The  Clean  Air  Act 
grants  broad  discretion  to  EPA  to  issue  regulations  to  prevent 
chemical  accidents  and  to  mitigate  the  effects  of  those  that  occur. 
As  an  author  of  that  portion  of  the  bill,  I  can  say  that  it  was  not 
possible  to  write  legislation  that  prescribed  in  any  detail  the  appro- 
priate form  or  target  for  those  regulations.  The  field  is  too  complex. 
The  effort  is  too  new.  What  we  know  is  too  little  to  legislate  in  any 
detail  with  any  confidence. 

We  were  able  to  resist  the  temptation  to  impose  a  regulatory 
agenda  with  technology  requirements  and  promulgation  deadlines 
and  all  the  usual  trappings  of  a  new  environmental  program  be- 
cause of  the  board.  The  board  is  to  investigate  accidents  and  make 
reports.  It  does  not  have  regulatory  authority. 

But  if  it  functions  properly,  the  activities  of  the  board  will  guide 
the  development  of  regulations,  of  setting  priorities,  identifying  op- 
portunities for  greater  safety  and  stimulating  the  development  of 
technologies  and  practices  that  prevent  accidents.  That's  the  pur- 
pose. 

With  the  expertise  of  its  members  to  rely  on,  it  will  serve  an  al- 
most legislative  function  in  relation  to  EPA  and  OSHA,  guiding, 
overseeing,  the  development  of  their  regulatory  responsibilities.  Mr. 
Chairman,  that's  a  difficult  assignment.  But  I'm  encouraged  by  the 
quality  of  nominees  who  are  now  before  our  committee,  and  I  ap- 
preciate your  efforts  in  the  legislative  agenda  to  bring  these  nomi- 
nees to  the  floor.  I  hope  we  can  do  that  today,  and  get  them 
through. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you  very  much.  Senator. 

I  see  the  Surgeon  General  in  the  audience.  Do  you  want  to  come 
to  the  table  to  introduce  one  of  the  nominees?  Welcome.  It's  an 
honor  to  have  you  here. 

STATEMENT  OF  HON.  JOYCELYN  ELDERS,  SURGEON  GENERAL 
OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 

Ms.  Elders.  Thank  you.  Senator.  It's  a  real  pleasure.  I  was  real- 
ly just  coming  to  serve  as  emotional  support  for  Dr.  Davis  more 
than  anything  else. 
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Senator  Baucus.  I've  known  Dr.  Davis  a  while.  I  don't  know  if 
she  needs  emotional  support. 

[Laughter.] 

Senator  Baucus.  She's  a  very  strong  woman. 

Ms.  Elders.  A  wonderful  woman,  a  very  excellent  scientist,  a 
person  that's  very  committed  to  making  sure  that  we  look  at  all  of 
the  factors  that  are  involved  in  the  health  and  protection  of  our 
community  and  for  me,  she's  just  been  a  really  wonderful  friend 
this  past  year,  in  a  community  sometimes  where  those  aren't  easy 
to  come  by. 

So  I'm  very  pleased  to  recommend  Dr.  Davis  for  this  committee, 
and  I  know  that  the  people  of  America  will  have  a  very  strong  ad- 
vocate, just  as  she's  been  a  strong  advocate  for  the  women  with 
breast  cancer,  she'll  continue  to  be  a  strong  advocate  for  people  in 
the  area  of  chemical,  on  this  chemical  board,  and  I  think  that  you 
cannot  have  a  better  candidate  nor  a  better  advocate  for  the  cause 
of  women.  I  thank  you. 

Senator  Baucus.  Well,  thank  you  very  much.  That's  very  kind  of 
you. 

Let's  start,  I  have  two  obligatory  questions.  I'll  ask  the  same 
question  of  all  three  of  you,  and  you  can  answer  together.  Are  you 
willing  at  the  request  of  any  duly  constituted  committee  of  the  Con- 
gress to  appear  as  a  witness? 

Mr.  Hill.  Yes. 

Ms.  Davis.  Yes. 

Dr.  POJE.  Yes. 

Senator  Baucus.  Do  you  know  of  any  matters  which  you  may  or 
may  not  have  thus  far  disclosed  which  might  place  you  in  any  con- 
flict of  interest  if  you  are  confirmed  in  this  position? 

Mr.  Hill.  No,  I  do  not. 

Ms.  Davis.  No. 

Dr.  PoJE.  No. 

Senator  Baucus.  Dr.  Hill,  why  don't  you  begin? 

STATEMENT  OF  PAUL  L.  HILL,  NOMINATED  TO  BE  A  MEMBER 
AND  CHAIR,  CHEMICAL  SAFETY  AND  HAZARD  INVESTIGA- 
TION BOARD 

Dr.  Hill.  Than  you.  Senator  Baucus,  Senator  Durenberger. 

Senator  Baucus.  Aiid  let  me  remind  all  of  you,  your  full  state- 
ments will  be  in  the  record,  so  I  urge  you  to  summarize. 

Dr.  Hill.  Certainly.  I  will  try  to  be  very  concise.  Thank  you. 

It's  indeed  a  pleasure  for  me  to  appear  before  you,  so  that  you 
may  assess  my  capability  to  serve  as  Chairman  and  Chief  Execu- 
tive Officer  of  the  Chemical  Safety  and  Hazard  Investigation 
Board.  I'm  also  quite  pleased  and  honored  that  one  of  your  col- 
leagues. Senator  Robert  Byrd  in  my  home  State  of  West  Virginia, 
first  recommended  me  for  this  position.  I  am  quite  honored  he 
chose  to  do  so. 

In  view  of  today's  economic  climate,  I'm  especially  mindful  of  the 
challenge  inherent  in  establishing  a  new  Federal  agency.  It's  one 
whose  mission  is  critical  to  industry  and  the  public  alike,  and  I 
agree  with  Senator  Durenberger's  remarks  on  that  part  of  it.  And 
humbled  as  I  am  by  the  knowledge  that  the  President  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  has  recommended  me  and  submitted  my  name  to  you  for 
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nomination,  I  want  to  state  at  the  outset  that  I  will  dedicate  myself 
to  a  working  partner  with  Congress  in  fulfilling  the  Board's  man- 
date should  I  be  confirmed.  My  goal  is  to  build  a  21st-century 
model  of  credible,  good  government.  I  will  set  about  doing  that  if 
confirmed. 

To  rephrase  Justice  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes'  statement  about 
taxes,  chemicals  are  what  we  endure  for  a  modem  society.  While 
some  of  us  might  deem  it  desirable  to  do  so,  we  truly  cannot  live 
without  chemicals  today.  They  are  an  integral  and  ever-increasing 
part  of  our  complex  technological  world,  making  it  possible  for  us 
to  have  all  the  trappings  of  the  good  life  that  we  have  come  to  ex- 
pect and  would  fight  to  retain. 

Yet  those  same  chemicals  may  be  a  source  of  danger  to  those 
who  £ire  regularly  exposed  to  them  both  in  the  workplace  and  in 
surrounding  communities.  Many  of  us  will  never  forget  the  tragedy 
of  Bhopal,  India,  or  the  more  recent  accident,  just  May  27th  of  this 
year,  in  Belpre,  Ohio,  where  three  workers  were  killed,  more  than 
a  million  pounds  of  chemicals  were  released  into  the  environment, 
and  more  than  1,700  people  were  evacuated  from  the  community. 

Although  we  cannot  ana  should  not  rid  our  lives  of  chemicals,  we 
must  make  their  use  safer  for  all,  and  to  that  end,  I  will  focus  the 
resources  and  efforts  of  this  Board. 

For  the  past  11  years,  I  have  lived  in  Charleston,  West  Virginia, 
one  of  the  top  chemical  manufacturing  communities  in  the  United 
States.  During  the  past  five  years  of  that  period,  I  have  been  Presi- 
dent and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  National  Institute  for 
Chemical  Studies.  In  that  capacity,  we  have  tried  to  take  on  a  bal- 
anced, pragmatic  approach  to  dealing  with  chemical  industry  is- 
sues, involving  the  community,  involving  Government  representa- 
tives, including  the  EPA  and  the  State,  in  a  process  that  has 
brought  about  what  I  think  is  an  improved  working  relationship 
and  to  try  and  address  many  aspects  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  in  deal- 
ing with  such  issues  as  worst  case  scenario  accidents  and  trying  to 
prevent  them. 

Further,  this  Board  is  carefully  described  in  the  statute  as  an 
independent  board.  I  think  that  is  extremely  significant.  The  im- 
portance of  an  independent  agency  as  referenced  by  the  NTSB  I 
think  is  very  important  and  will  be  important  for  this  Board. 
That's  not  to  suggest  that  we  should  isolate  ourselves  from  those 
other  agencies  that  have  a  role  in  accident  investigation.  I  think  it 
is  indeed  important  that  we  rely  on  and  involve  the  expertise  at 
EPA,  OSHA  and  NTSB  as  well  as  the  States  and  others. 

Congress  has  really  set  a  formidable  task  before  the  Chemical 
Safety  and  Hazard  Investigation  Board,  that  is,  to  make  the  world 
safer,  the  world  of  chemicals  safer,  and  the  world  safer  from  chemi- 
cals. I  assure  you  that  if  confirmed,  I  intend  to  devote  my  energies 
to  accomplishing  that  task,  and  with  your  support  I  am  confident 
that  the  team,  my  colleagues  here  that  the  President  has  placed  be- 
fore you,  that  we  will  be  able  to  perform  this  task,  and  in  the  proc- 
ess gain  recognition  and  respect  for  the  Board  as  the  world's  lead- 
ing chemical  accident  investigative  agency. 

If  confirmed  as  Chairman,  I  intend  to  seek  the  finest  staff  avail- 
able to  allow  us  to  do  that,  that  the  President  and  the  Congress, 
the  chemical  industry,  the  chemical  workers  of  America  and  the 
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American  public  expect  and  deserve  no  less.  I  am  honored  to  have 
been  nominated  by  the  President  for  this  important  work.  I  pledge 
my  total  dedication  to  successfully  establishing  an  efficient  and  ef- 
fective agency. 

Thank  you  for  permitting  me  to  address  the  committee,  and  I 
welcome  any  questions  along  that  line. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you,  Dr.  Hill. 

Dr.  Davis,  why  don't  you  go  next? 

STATEMENT  OF  DEVRA  LEE  DAVIS,  NOMINATED  TO  BE  A  MEM- 
BER OF  THE  CHEMICAL  SAFETY  AND  HAZARD  INVESTIGA- 
TION BOARD 

Dr.  Davis.  Thank  you,  Senator. 

I'm  pleased  to  appear  before  you  and  Senator  Chafee,  and  I'm 
really  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  address  my  nomination  to 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  Chemical  Safety  and  Hazard  Investiga- 
tion Board.  I  would  like  to  say.  Senator,  that  even  strong  women 
need  emotional  support,  and  I  am  really  honored  that  the  Surgeon 
General  was  able  to  take  time  out  from  her  very  busy  schedule  to 
attend  this  hearing. 

I'm  also  honored  that  my  husband.  Dr.  Richard  Morgenstem, 
who  has  appeared  before  the  committee  on  a  number  of  occasions, 
and  served  as  the  Acting  Assistant  Administrator  of  EPA  for  Policy 
for  a  number  of  years,  was  able  to  take  time  out  from  his  busy 
schedule  to  come  to  this  hearing.  He  is  a  constant  source  of  support 
to  me.  And  that  many  of  my  friends  have  been  able  to  be  here. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you.  We  always  encourage  family  to  at- 
tend hearings,  and  also  be  recognized.  Dr.  Morgenstem,  why  don't 
you  stand  up,  so  everybody  can  see  the  supportive  spouse? 

[Laughter.] 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you. 

Dr.  Davis.  Thank  you.  And  as  you  know,  he's  pretty  strong,  too. 
I  was  reminded  of  the  time  that  we  went  cross-country  skiing  with 
our  young  son  when  it  was  about  minus  20  degrees,  you  were  with 
us.  It  was  pretty  challenging  then. 

But  these  challenges  that  come  before  us  now  for  this  new  Board 
are  considerable,  and  frankly,  I  am  before  you  not  as  an  expert  on 
chemical  safety,  as  are  the  other  nominees.  But  I  am  an  expert  in 
public  health  and  in  telling  the  truth  about  hard  things,  and  in  lis- 
tening to  people  to  learn  what  their  concerns  are.  Aiid  I  think 
that's  I  would  bring  to  the  Board. 

Thomas  Jefferson  pointed  out  that  an  informed  public  was  the 
cornerstone  of  democracy.  And  we  have  to  figure  out  how  to  inform 
a  public  now,  in  days  when  there's  complicated  information,  to  put 
before  them  about  hazardous  substances.  And  that's  something 
that  I've  had  some  experience  with,  and  I  think  I  could  help  the 
Board  as  it  goes  about  investigating  accidents  and  figuring  out 
what  it  needs  to  tell  people  and  what  we  need  to  do  as  a  country 
to  reduce  their  occurrence. 

Although  the  Board  was  first  authorized  by  this  committee  in 
1990,  and  perhaps  20,000  accidents  have  occurred  since  that  time, 
it  has  not  come  into  existence.  Most  of  these  accidents  were  minor, 
but  in  fact  a  few  of  them  have  resulted  in  death.  And  it's  those  that 
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we  have  to  try  to  focus  on  right  away.  But  there  are  other  issues 
that  we'll  need  to  address  as  well. 

I  come  from  Monongahela  Valley.  Monongahela  Valley  is  known 
most  for  the  home  of  Stan  Musial,  from  Donora,  and  the  home  of 
Joe  Montana,  Monongahela.  But  some  of  you  in  environmental 
health  also  know  Donora  as  the  home  of  the  killer  smog  of  1948, 
a  time  when  a  few  dozen  people  were  killed  by  the  industrial  inver- 
sion, and  hundreds  more  were  rendered  ill.  In  fact,  getting  rid  of 
pollution  in  Donora  was  not  done  without  some  major  costs. 

The  steel  plant  in  my  hometown  was  once  the  world's  largest  nail 
mill.  And  by  the  end  of  the  fifties,  it  had  shut  its  doors.  The  town 
then  shrunk  to  about  half  of  its  size.  So  I  understand  full  well  the 
tradeoff  between  the  environment  and  economics.  And  I  know  the 
challenges  we  face,  as  you  just  alluded  to  in  your  comments  with 
Mr.  Hansen,  is  how  to  foster  sustainable  economic  development. 
Entirely  shutting  down  violators  is  no  solution. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  here  today  and  I  regret  that  my  two  children 
are  away  at  school  and  not  able  to  be  here,  or  that  my  70-year-old 
mother,  who  graduated  from  college  in  her  mid-forties,  cannot  be 
here,  because  she's  now  on  her  way  to  the  rain  forest.  But  I  am 
honored  to  have  many  of  my  friends  and  family  with  me  today. 

I  wanted  to  say,  a  moment,  a  word  about  my  grandparents,  who 
also  came  to  the  Monongahela  Valley,  like  many  immigrants  of 
their  generation,  with  nothing  other  than  their  own  determination 
to  flee  from  religious  and  political  persecution.  While  a  teenager, 
my  father  began  working  as  a  chemist  and  machinist  in  the  steel 
mill,  and  he  left  that  to  join  the  Army  war  effort. 

As  a  businessman  in  the  Pittsburgh  area  later  on,  he  continued 
to  serve  in  the  Army  reserve  for  35  years  and  retired  as  a  brigadier 
general.  He  died  at  age  61  from  bone  cancer.  He  believed,  as  I  do, 
that  Jews  have  a  special  responsibility  to  serve  America,  because 
this  country  saved  us  from  extinction. 

Today  is  a  Jewish  holiday,  not  well  known  to  many  of  you,  called 
Sukkoth.  That's  unfortunately  why  Senator  Lieberman  isn't  here. 
Traditionally,  we  celebrate  this  holiday  by  taking  some  ceremonial 
meals  in  huts  which  have  thatched  roofs  through  which  you  can 
see  the  stars  at  night. 

This  holiday  is  to  serve  as  a  reminder  to  us,  Judaism  is  in  fact 
one  of  the  first  great  environmental  religions.  And  it's  a  reminder 
that  we  are  but  temporary  on  the  Earth,  and  that  our  dwellings 
are  temporary  as  well.  We  should  seek  to  ensure  the  continuity  of 
the  Earth. 

The  end  of  this  year  will  mark  the  10th  anniversary  of  Bhopal, 
an  event  which  riveted  public  attention  worldwide  and  made  all  too 
clear  the  fragile  nature  of  modem  life.  If  confirmed,  I  look  forward 
to  working  with  my  fellow  members  to  see  that  this  new  Board  de- 
velops effectively  and  efficiently  to  make  all  of  our  communities 
and  dwellings  safer  and  more  secure. 

Thank  you. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you  very  much. 
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STATEMENT  OF  GERALD  V.  POJE,  NOMINATED  TO  BE  A  MEM- 
BER OF  THE  CHEMICAL  SAFETY  AND  HAZARD  INVESTIGA- 
TION BOARD 

Dr.  PoJE.  Mr.  Chairman  and  Senator  Chafee,  I'm  honored  to  ap- 
pear today  before  your  committee  as  a  nominee  to  the  Board,  par- 
ticularly honored  to  share  this  dais  with  the  other  two  members  of 
the  board,  Dr.  Paul  Hill  and  Dr.  Devra  Davis. 

This  committee  has  had  a  major  leadership  role  in  developing 
Federal  chemical  accident  policy,  and  most  relevant  and  appro- 
priate on  this  hearing  has  been  this  committee's  role,  particularly 
Senator  Durenberger,  in  formulating  the  structure  and  functions  of 
the  Board.  Modeled  after  the  successful  National  Transportation 
Safety  Board,  this  Board  promises  a  non-regulatory  Federal  appli- 
cation of  independent  expertise  working  for  the  public  good.  The 
Board  will  investigate  serious  chemical  accidents,  oversee  the  per- 
formance of  chemical  safety,  and  where  necessary,  recommend  im- 
provements in  the  national  interest. 

While  I'm  enthusiastic  about  the  opportunity  to  serve  on  the 
Board,  I  harbor  no  illusions  that  this  task  will  be  easy  or  that  its 
pace  will  be  relaxed.  The  immediate  tasks  before  the  Board  are 
very  complex  and  urgent.  First,  we'll  need  to  establish  administra- 
tive and  procedural  rules  for  the  operation  of  the  Board,  for  con- 
ducting investigations,  for  gathering  information,  holding  hearings 
and  for  coordinating  our  work  with  other  major  Federal  agencies. 

Our  most  visible  function  will  be  the  conduct  of  investigations 
into  the  causes  of  serious  accidents.  Each  accident  has  its  own 
unique  set  of  circumstances  and  genesis,  however,  the  Board  will 
need  to  develop  a  common  guidance  and  rules  preceding  our  inves- 
tigations into  each  accident.  The  Board  must  be  assured,  and  this 
is  the  trust  building  part  that  many  people  have  spoken  to,  that 
all  interested  parties,  that  such  investigations  are  technically  com- 
petent, comprehensive,  and  timely. 

At  the  time  of  the  chemical  accident,  emergency  response  person- 
nel. Federal,  State  and  local  officials,  investigators  and  the  private 
sector  must  be  able  to  work  in  a  carefully  coordinated  fashion.  At 
a  minimum,  the  Board  will  need  to  immediately  embark  upon  the 
process  of  negotiating  detailed  memoranda  of  understanding  with 
EPA,  the  National  Response  Center,  the  NTSB,  OSHA,  in  order  to 
delineate  roles,  responsibilities,  and  authorities  in  accident  inves- 
tigations. 

I'm  professionally  trained  as  an  environmental  toxicologist.  In 
my  current  position  as  an  expert  in  the  National  Institute  of  Envi- 
ronmental Health  Sciences,  I've  developed  considerable  knowledge 
of  chemical  accidents  and  exposure  potential.  My  diverse  profes- 
sional experience  has  afforded  me  the  opportunity  to  work  with  a 
number  of  safety  experts  and  leaders  of  the  regulated  community, 
organized  labor,  at-risk  communities,  public  health  professionals, 
legislatures  and  State  and  local  Federal  regulators,  the  same  kind 
of  a  community  of  people  that  Mr.  Fred  Hansen  related  the  need 
to  bring  into  the  process  in  an  early-on  fashion. 

In  addition,  my  role  in  interagency  efforts  to  implement  the  Pres- 
idential executive  order  on  environmental  justice  has  afforded  me 
with  the  opportunity  to  understand  the  availability  and  applicabil- 
ity of  resources  and  research  throughout  the  Federal  community. 
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Since  July,  when  I  was  nominated,  many  members  of  other  Federal 
agencies  have  expressed  strong  support  for  the  functions  of  the 
Board  and  a  willingness  to  work  with  us  in  order  to  assure  that 
we  accomplish  our  missions. 

Five  years  ago,  I  had  the  distinct  honor  of  appearing  before  the 
Subcommittee  on  Environmental  Protection  of  this  committee  to 
testify  in  support  of  the  chemical  accident  prevention  provisions 
that  now  form  the  basis  of  our  discussion  today.  When  I  did  that, 
the  country  was  rocked  by  a  series  of  serious  chemical  accidents. 
And  the  purposes  and  the  need  for  the  Board  were  manifest  to  this 
committee  and  to  the  Congress  and  the  President. 

In  the  intervening  five  years,  that  case  has  not  been  lessened.  In 
fact,  most  recently  as  we've  understood,  there  are  accidents  in 
Belpre,  Ohio,  Baton  Route,  Louisiana,  and  Richmond,  California. 
The  need  for  the  Board  exists  again,  it  exists  as  it  ever  has  been. 
With  thoughtful  leadership  and  strategic  development,  this  Board 
can  become  a  respected,  trust-building  institution  for  all  the  stake- 
holders in  chemical  handling  industries. 

I'm  thankful  for  the  opportunity  that  the  President  has  afforded 
me  and  that  this  committee  has  afforded  us  in  this  late  stage  in 
this  session  of  Congress  to  come  before  you  and  to  seek  confirma- 
tion. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you.  Doctor. 

I  neglected  to  ask  whether  you  have  family  here  you'd  like  to 
mention  or  introduce. 

Dr.  Hill.  No,  I'm  sorry,  my  family,  because  of  scheduling  events, 
was  not  able  to  attend  today. 

Dr.  POJE.  My  22-month-old  had  a  special  outing  today  that  she'd 
been  looking  forward  to.  So  she  and  her  mother  were  unable  to  at- 
tend. 

Senator  Baucus.  The  first  question  I  have  of  all  of  you  is,  what's 
the  greatest  risk  that  needs  to  be  addressed  in  chemical  safety 
today? 

Dr.  Hill.  The  greatest  risk,  I  believe,  is  the  continuing  potential 
for  these  accidents  to  occur.  I  think  we  have  seen  that  they  go  on, 
I  think  what  we  need  to  do  is  try  to  find  ways,  particularly  through 
new  technologies  and  sharing  of  information,  to  ensure  that  the  ac- 
cident rate  goes  down.  Communities  are  at  risk  and  workers  are 
at  risk,  and  I  see  the  goal  of  this  Board  to  try  to  address  that  magor 
issue. 

Senator  Baucus.  Which  chemicals  or  which  areas  are  the  great- 
est risks? 

Dr.  Hill.  That's  the  interesting  thing  about  this  particular  en- 
deavor. Much  as  we  see  with  NTSB  reviewing  airline  crashes,  for 
instance,  and  there  have  been  some  recent  ones.  When  we  look  at 
our  task,  it  is  much  more  complex  in  that  every  chemical  facility, 
with  the  exception  of  some  similarities,  most  of  them  are  different. 
There  are  some  extreme  differences  in  the  technologies  that  are 
used,  and  I  think  therefore,  the  array  of  situations  and  the  tech- 
nologies involved  are  going  to  be  very  different. 

Senator  Baucus.  You're  talking  about  a  little  black  box? 

[Laughter.] 
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Dr.  Hill.  You  know,  someone  suggested  that  to  me  the  other 
day,  that  perhaps  that  might  be  something  that  we  would  look  into. 
But  that's  just  a  thought. 

Senator  Baucus.  Dr.  Davis? 

Dr.  Davis.  I  think,  as  Dr.  Hill  just  outlined,  that  the  biggest 
issue  is  that  the  potential  exists,  although  with  a  low  probability, 
of  a  catastrophic  incident  occurring.  For  example,  in  Belpre,  Ohio, 
the  incident  that  Dr.  Poje  mentioned,  there  were  three  huge  tanks 
containing  a  known  carcinogen  that  almost  exploded  and  endan- 
gered thousands  of  people  in  the  populations  of  three  States.  It 
came  resdly  close  to  happening. 

That  is  a  major  problem,  when  you  have  highly  explosive,  high 
flammable  materials,  that  they  go  can  endanger  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  people.  Those  are  the  kinds  of  issues  that  we  need  to  ad- 
dress, to  try  to  reduce  those  accidents  from  occurring.  We  focus 
first  on  the  lethal  accidents,  but  there  are  others  much  more  com- 
mon that  occur  at  lower  levels  that  may  be  more  important  for  pub- 
lic health,  because  they  can  involve  many  more  people. 

Dr.  Poje.  Yes,  Senator,  I  agree  wholeheartedly.  I  think  the  issue 
is  of  the  education  of  people  who  are  handling  and  managing  these 
chemicals.  I  think  we  are  in  an  arena  where  the  complexities  and 
the  hazards  associated  with  these  materials  are  not  broadly  recog- 
nized. And  the  people  charged  with  managing  them  oftentimes  are 
not  as  focused  on  these  hazards,  nor  have  they  a  shared  community 
of  people  concerned  about  these  hazards  as  they  should  have. 

At  the  time  of  the  chemical  accident,  unfortunately,  the  horse 
has  already  left  the  bam.  I'm  convinced  that  we  need  to  operate 
from  the  analogy  of  resetting  a  broken  bone.  If  you  don't  reset  the 
bone  correctly,  people  can  live  in  pain  for  the  rest  of  their  lives  and 
are  subject  to  additional  illness.  If  you  set  the  bone  correctly,  you 
give  every  stakeholder  who  has  been  injured  by  that  situation 
ample  opportunity  for  understanding  that  there  is  an  open  and 
honest  investigation  into  the  process,  that  situation  will  heal 
stronger  than  it  was  before  the  accident.  I  think  that's  the  kind  of 
vision  that  I  know  from  discussions  with  Paul  and  with  Devra  we 
all  share  as  members  of  the  Board. 

Senator  Baucus.  You  don't  have  a  lot  of  regulatory  authority.  It 
very  basically  is  the  credibility  of  what  you  do  and  say  and  how 
widely  known  that  is.  It's  like  the  NTSB.  I  think  they  have  a  very 
good  track  record.  I  think  when  they  come  out  with  their  conclu- 
sion as  to  why  the  plane  crashed,  it  leads  to  subsequent  safety 
measures. 

So  it  seems  to  me  in  this  case,  if  the  analogy  holds,  that  you  have 
to  develop  that  same  kind  of  credibility.  To  achieve  that  you  just 
have  to  get  the  job  done,  and  gain  people's  confidence  by  making 
it  clear  that  your  work  is  not  tainted  or  biased  or  you  have  no  axe 
to  grind,  but  rather,  yours  is  just  an  objective,  scientific  assessment 
of  what  happened,  and  some  balanced,  common  sense  recommenda- 
tions, I  suppose  recommendations  as  to  how  to  prevent  it  in  the  fu- 
ture. Is  that  right? 

Dr.  Hill.  That's  correct.  I  think  among  us,  we  see  our  role  as 
really  to  not  to  go  into  an  accident  situation  and  try  to  assess 
blame  or  to  point  fingers,  but  to  try  to  identify  causation,  what  ulti- 
mately caused  this  to  occur,  and  to  provide  that  in  recommendation 
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terms  to  the  agencies  who  can  them  implement  that  in  rules  that 
will  help  to  prevent  it  in  the  future. 

But  really  bringing  people  into  the  process,  I  think,  is  an  impor- 
tant item  that  the  public,  as  we  saw  with,  again  with  the  NTSB, 
Chairman  Vogt  immediately  came  back  to  try  to  respond  as  to 
what,  at  least  potentially,  went  wrong,  so  that  the  public  was  not 
kept  in  the  dark.  I  think  we  have  to  do  that  to  build  that  credibil- 
ity. 

Senator  Baucus.  At  home,  we  constantly  hear,  get  the  govern- 
ment off  my  back,  cut  out  big  government.  Certainly,  the  NTSB  is 
one  area  wnere  I'm  sure  people  are  very  thankful  for  government. 

Dr.  Hill.  Yes. 

Senator  Baucus.  And  I  would  very  much  hope  and  expect  that 
this  would  be  another  area  of  your  efforts,  for  people  to  be  thankful 
for  this  government  and  try  to  help. 

I  have  no  further  questions.  Senator  Chafee? 

Senator  Chafee.  Mr.  Chairman,  I'd  like  to  put  in  the  record  a 
statement  by  Senator  Faircloth.  Briefly  what  he  says  in  his  state- 
ment is:  ".  .  .my  main  concern  is  that  the  Board  has  no  one  from 
the  private  sector.  The  Board's  job  is  to  determine  how  to  best  re- 
spond and  prevent  accidental  chemical  spills.  Like  it  or  not,  busi- 
ness people  are  the  ones  who  have  to  make  the  quick  decisions  in 
case  of  an  accident.  They  also  make  the  decisions  as  to  how  to  pre- 
vent them.  It  only  makes  common  sense  to  put  business  people  on 
a  Board  that  will  make  recommendations  to  business." 

And  then  he  concludes:  "Fortunately  the  President  announced  his 
intention  to  nominate  Dr.  Irv  Rosenthal  as  a  fifth  member  of  the 
Board.  Dr.  Rosenthal  comes  from  the  private  sector,  I  think  it 
makes  common  sense  to  have  Dr.  Rosenthal's  nomination  moved  to 
the  full  Senate  with  the  others." 

[Senator  Faircloth's  statement  follows:] 

Statement  of  Hon.  Lauch  Faircloth,  U.S.  Senator  from  the  State  of  North 

Carolina 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  a  few  quick  words  regarding  the  Chemiced  Safety  Board 
nominations.  As  you  might  guess,  think  the  country  could  do  without  another 
"Board."  But  the  Clean  Air  Act  says  this  Board  is  an  absolute  must,  so  it  will  no 
doubt  be  with  us  for  perpetuity. 

My  main  concern  is  that  the  Board  has  no  one  from  the  private  sector.  The 
Board's  job  is  to  determine  how  to  best  respond  and  prevent  accidental  chemical 
spills.  Like  it  or  not,  business  people  are  the  ones  who  have  to  make  the  quick  deci- 
sions in  the  case  of  an  accident,  and  also  make  the  decisions  on  how  to  prevent 
them.  It  only  makes  common-sense  to  put  business  people  on  a  board  that  will  make 
recommendations  to  business. 

Right  now,  the  nominated  Board  is  made  up  of  "experts"  and  "advisors"  and  var- 
ious kinds  of  bureaucrats.  Not  one  single  person  from  the  business  world  or  the  pri- 
vate sector  has  been  officially  nominated.  I  think  that  is  wrong. 

Until  we  get  a  nominee  who  has  comes  directly  from  the  private  sector,  I  have 
serious  reservations  about  the  Senate  approving  these  nominations. 

Fortunately,  the  President  has  announced  his  "intention  to  nominate"  Dr.  Irv 
Rosenthal  as  the  fifth  member  of  the  Board.  Mr.  Rosenthal  comes  fix)m  the  private 
sector.  I  think  it  makes  common-sense  to  have  Dr.  Rosenthal's  nomination  move  to 
the  full  Senate  with  the  others. 

I  thank  the  Chair. 

Senator  Chafee.  I'm  not  sure  why  Dr.  Rosenthal's  not  in  here. 
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Senator  Baucus.  I'll  find  out. 

Senator  Chafee.  We  haven't  received  it? 

Senator  Baucus.  It  hasn't  been  sent  up  yet. 

Senator  Chafee.  But  we  don't  know  why? 

Dr.  Davis.  Just  because  of  clearance.  Routine  clearance  is  not 
completed  with  Dr.  Rosenthal.  But  his  name  is  going  forward,  and 
we  look  forward  to  having  him  join  us. 

Senator  Chafee.  Well,  Senator  Faircloth  looks  forward  to  having 
him  join  you,  too. 

[Laughter.] 

Senator  Chafee.  No,  I  don't  have  any  other  questions. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you.  Senator. 

Senator  Chafee.  This  is  new  territory  we're  in,  and  you  folks  are 
going  to  have  a  lot  of  ability  to  fashion  exactly  how  this  thing 
works. 

Dr.  Davis,  I  see  you  are  a  Danforth  scholar. 

Dr.  Davis.  Yes. 

Senator  Chafee.  I  assume  that's  from  the  Danforth  Foundation 
at  the 

Dr.  Davis.  Yes. 

Senator  Chafee.  Washington  University? 

Dr.  Davis.  Yes.  Yes,  it  was— right.  The  Danforth  Foundation  was 
based  with  the  Ralston  Purina  family  there  in  St.  Louis.  And  I  was 
awarded  a  Danforth  scholarship  the  first  year  they  gave  them  to 
women. 

Senator  Chafee.  Well,  we've  got  a  very  distinguished  Senator 
from  Missouri,  Senator  Danforth,  as  you  know,  here. 

Dr.  Davis.  Yes. 

Senator  Chafee.  We  greatly  regret  that  he  has  chosen  not  to  run 
again.  It's  a  loss  to  the  Senate. 

Thank  you  all. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you.  Senator.  And  I  must  say,  I  agree 
with  the  point  made  by  Senator  Faircloth,  it  would  be  helpful  to 
have  a  Board  member  from  the  private  sector. 

Thank  you,  all  three  of  you,  very  much  for  your  testimony.  It's 
most  helpful. 

[Statements  and  replies  to  a  committee  questionnaire  and  addi- 
tional questions  follow:] 

Statement  of  Paul  L.  Hill 

Senator  Baucus,  honorable  members  of  this  Committee:  It  is  an  honor  for  me  to 
appear  before  you  to  answer  questions  by  which  you  may  assess  my  capability  to 
serve  as  the  first  Chairman  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  Chemical  Safety  and 
Hazard  Investigation  Board  (Board).  I  am  further  honored  that  it  was  a  member  of 
this  esteemed  body,  Senator  Robert  C.  Byrd,  who  first  recommended  me  for  this  po- 
sition. 

In  view  of  today's  economic  climate,  I  am  especially  mindful  of  the  challenge  in- 
herent in  establishing  this  new  Federal  agency,  it  is  an  agency  whose  mission  is 
critical  to  industry  and  the  public  alike.  Humbled  as  I  am  by  the  knowledge  that 
the  President  of  the  United  States  has  placed  faith  in  me  by  submitting  my  nomina- 
tion to  you  for  confirmation,  I  want  to  assure  you  that  I  will  dedicate  myself  to 
working  as  a  partner  with  Congress  in  fulfilling  the  Board's  mandate.  My  goal  is 
to  build  a  21st  century  model  of  good  government. 

To  paraphrase  Justice  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes'  statement  about  taxes,  "Chemicals 
are  what  we  endure  for  a  modem  society."  While  some  might  deem  it  desirable  to 
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do  80,  we  truly  cannot  live  today  without  chemicals.  Many  things  we  take  for  grant- 
ed, ranging  from  carpet  to  pesticides,  are  produced  by  our  Nations'  fixed  chemical 
facilities.  Chemicals  are  an  integral  and  ever-increasing  part  of  our  complex  techno- 
logical world,  making  it  possible  for  us  to  have  all  the  trappings  of  the  good  life  we 
have  come  to  expect  and  would  fight  to  retain. 

Yet  those  same  chemicals  may  be  a  source  of  danger  to  those  who  are  regularly 
exposed  to  them,  both  in  the  workplace  and  in  the  surrounding  communities.  Many 
of  us  will  never  forget  the  tragedy  created  by  the  release  of  toxic  chemicals  in  Bho- 
pal,  India  almost  10  years  ago.  In  creating  the  Board,  Congress  clearly  intended  to 
prevent  such  tragic  occurrences  in  the  United  States.  A  more  recent  accident,  how- 
ever, serves  to  illustrate  the  potential  danger  posed  by  facilities  that  improperly 
handle  chemicals.  On  May  27  of  this  year  in  Belpre,  Ohio,  an  explosion  and  fire  re- 
sulted in  the  death  of  three  workers,  the  release  of  more  than  one  million  pounds 
of  hazardous  chemicals  into  the  air  and  water,  and  evacuation  of  1,700  people  from 
the  community.  Although  we  cannot  and  should  not  rid  our  lives  of  chemicals,  we 
are  able  to  and  must  make  their  use  safer  for  all.  It  is  to  that  end  that  I  will  focus 
the  resources  and  efforts  of  the  Board. 

For  the  past  11  years  I  have  lived  in  Charleston,  WV,  one  of  the  top  chemical 
manufacturing  communities  in  the  Nation.  During  the  most  recent  5  years,  I  have 
served  as  President  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  National  Institute  for  Chemi- 
cal Studies  based  in  Charleston,  in  that  capacity,  I  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
work  with  industry  to  address  those  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  Amendments 
requiring  analysis  and  sharing  of  information  about  what  would  happen  in  the 
event  of  a  "worst  case"  chemical  accident  at  a  chemical  plant.  We  successfully  un- 
dertook this  effort  years  ahead  of  the  deadline  established  by  the  Act  for  such  analy- 
ses, thereby  demonstrating  to  regulators,  environmentalists  and  industry  organiza- 
tions around  the  country  the  benefits  the  Act  can  yield  for  all  if  a  cooperative  atti- 
tude is  adopted.  By  understanding  what  could  go  wrong  in  the  fiitvu-e,  as  well  as 
what  has  gone  wing  in  the  past,  we  can  take  steps  now  to  identify  and  correct  sys- 
temic weaknesses  that,  if  left  unaddressed,  could  lead  to  disasters  such  as  the  ones 
that  occvured  in  Belpre  and  Bhopal. 

Congress  has  directed  the  Board  to  conduct  independent  investigations  into  the 
causes  of  chemical  accidents  and  recommend  requirements  that  may  prevent  such 
accidents  in  the  future.  By  its  action  in  creating  the  Board,  Congress  has  acknowl- 
edged the  hazard  that  chemicals  represent  within  our  society  and  the  need  to  pro- 
tect life,  property  and  the  environment  fii^m  their  imprudent  use. 

The  Board  is  carefvilly  described  in  the  statute  as  an  "independent"  safety  board. 
I  think  this  is  very  significant.  The  importance  of  an  independent  agency  cannot  be 
understated  in  the  context  of  accident  investigation.  Agencies  such  as  the  National 
Transportation  Safety  Board  (NTSB),  also  an  independent  board,  have  been  widely 
praised  for  impartial  findings  and  recommendations  regarding  safety.  With  the 
many  Federal  agencies  involved  in  chemical  release  response,  there  are  bound  to  be 
disagreements  about  reporting,  process  safety  requirements  or  cause  of  certain  re- 
leases. To  assure  that  accident  prevention  gets  the  proper  and  impartial  attention 
that  Congress  demands,  the  Board  must  strive  to  maintain  an  independent  ap- 
proach to  accident  investigation  and  prevention.  This  is  not  to  suggest  that  the 
Board  should  isolate  itself  from  other  Federal  agencies.  Quite  to  the  contrary.  The 
Board  must  interact  with  and  indeed  rely  upon  the  expertise  in  EPA,  OSHA,  NTSB 
and  others.  The  statute  requires  it  and  common  sense  dictates  it.  The  fine  work  of 
these  agencies  in  responding  to  chemical  emergencies  in  this  country  is  unparalleled 
around  the  world.  If  confirmed,  I  intend  to  work  very  closely  with  these  and  other 
agencies  to  assure  that  the  American  people  and  industry  can  coexist  with  minimal 
risk. 

On  my  part,  I  intend  to  honor  Congress'  stated  intention  that  the  Board  work  co- 
operatively with  these  agencies.  In  the  past  few  months  I  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  meet  several  top  officials  of  EPA,  OSHA  and  NTSB  who  are  all  enthusiastic  about 
the  Board's  mission.  I  can  only  hope  that  the  Board  can  approach  the  fine  work  of 
these  Federal  bodies. 

Regarding  the  work  of  Federal  agencies  in  the  area  of  chemical  release  response, 
let  me  note  that  the  state  of  emergency  preparedness  programs  have  now  matured 
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to  a  point  that  prevention  efforts  tire  a  major  focus  when  dealing  with  the  prospect 
of  chemical  releases.  In  addition  to  demanding  swift  and  effective  response  and  re- 
mediation of  chemical  releases,  the  public  also  is  demanding  that  spills  and  releases 
of  toxic  and  otherwise  hazardous  materials  be  prevented  in  the  first  place.  Around 
the  country  industry,  States  and  Federal  agencies  are  developing  programs  to  pre- 
vent dangerous  exposures.  The  advent  of  this  Board,  therefore,  is  timely  and  in  step 
with  the  evolving  demands  of  the  American  public. 

What  I  have  learned  through  my  work  at  the  National  Institute  for  Chemical 
Studies  (NICS),  and  have  shared  with  others  from  around  the  Nation,  is  that  laws 
and  regulations,  while  necessary,  are  not  enough.  Their  effectiveness  rests  on  the 
commitment  of  industry  leaders  and  facility  operators  to  ensure  equipment  func- 
tions properly,  employees  are  well-trained  and  supervised,  and  well-designed  operat- 
ing policies  and  procedures  are  established  and  followed.  Only  people  can  make 
those  differences.  But  in  order  for  people  to  take  actions  that  do,  indeed,  make  the 
desired  difference,  they  must  have  factual,  timely  information  made  available  to 
them,  in  recognition  of  this  need,  and  to  ensure  that  the  work  of  the  BoEU-d  finds 
its  way  into  the  hands  of  those  who  bring  about  change,  I  will  place  major  emphasis 
on  direct  and  rapid  dissemination  of  the  Board's  findings  and  recommendations. 

Despite  the  highly  technical  nature  of  the  Board's  work,  I  think  an  equally  impor- 
tant aspect  is  a  focused  effort  on  improving  communication  between  government,  in- 
dustry and  the  public.  Technical  competence  is  often  lost  on  the  public  due  to  the 
lack  of  appropriate  communication  skills.  My  education  and  experience  at  NICS 
often  allow  me  to  serve  as  "translator"  between  the  technical  chemical  world  and 
a  generally  nontechnical  public.  The  American  people  deserve  to  know  what  risks 
they  face  from  chemicals  in  plain  understandable  terms.  Likewise  technical  individ- 
uals often  cannot  comprehend  the  fears  and  concerns  of  a  nontechnical  public.  While 
chemical  process  safety  and  accidents  are  often  technical,  they  are  also  often  steeped 
in  basic  miscommunication.  I  see  the  Board's  role  as  placing  practical  information 
and  recommendations  not  only  in  the  hands  of  regulators  but  also  the  American 
people  so  that  technical  and  nontechnical  issues  are  clearly  understood. 

I  would  be  remiss  not  to  mention  the  importance  of  chemical  worker  safety.  Con- 
gress clearly  directed  the  Board's  attention  to  chemical  worker  safety  as  a  primary 
importance.  The  statute  requires  close  contact  with  OSHA  and  I  believe  that  this 
is  vital  to  the  work  of  the  Board.  Statistics  show  that  many  chemical  releases  that 
result  in  no  threat  to  the  general  population,  nonetheless,  resulted  in  injury,  or  even 
death,  to  chemical  workers.  A  Board  focused  on  worker  safety  will  have  at  least  two 
benefits;  protection  of  chemical  workers  and  corresponding  protection  of  the  public. 
Chemical  workers  are  the  "first  line"  for  both  risk  and  prevention.  My  earlier  re- 
marks about  effective  communication  are  especially  applicable  to  chemical  workers. 
Adequate  knowledge  of  chemical  risks  and  proper  equipment  operation  and  mainte- 
nance will  prevent  accidents.  Chemical  workers  are  not  dispensable,  they  are  vital 
to  the  success  of  safe  chemical  management  and  this  Board  must  pay  particular  at- 
tention to  worker  safety. 

It  is  neither  Congress'  intent  nor  mine  that  the  Board  exist  within  a  vacuum.  Al- 
though it  has  no  Federal  government  predecessor,  it  has  counterparts  within  the 
Federal  system  and  can  learn  from  the  experiences  of  the  domestic  and  foreign  in- 
surance industry,  as  well  as  those  Federal  and  State  government  regvilatory  agen- 
cies charged  with  worker  safety  previously  discussed.  Similarly,  industry  has  much 
to  contribute  to  the  Board's  efforts  by  helping  to  identify  risk-reduction  strategies 
implemented  successfully  by  chemical  companies.  Then,  too,  behind  the  doors  of 
Federal  laboratories  are  promising  technologies  which  can  be  profiled  and  promoted 
for  consideration  in  improving  chemical  safety.  In  short,  to  fulfill  our  responsibil- 
ities, it  will  be  critical  that  the  Board  establish  a  partnership  with  and  clearing- 
house for  both  the  public  and  private  sector,  not  only  so  we  can  assist  them  but  also 
so  they  can  assist  us.  By  adopting  this  philosophy,  the  Board  will  create  a  climate 
that  permits  us  to  leverage  the  work  of  others  to  provide  maximum  benefits  in  the 
shortest  time  possible,  thereby  avoiding  duplicative  or  unnecessary  operating  and 
research  expenditures. 

Chemical  safety  is  critical  to  the  success  of  the  chemical  industry  and  the  commu- 
nities where  chemical  facilities  are  located.  The  work  of  this  Board,  therefore,  is  vi- 
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tally  important.  Understanding  the  causes  of  serious  chemical  releases  is  necessary 
for  release  prevention  efforts  to  be  fully  effective.  My  experience  with  the  chemical 
industry  and  the  affected  public  has  been  very  positive.  I  am  confident  that  the 
Board  will  receive  complete  cooperation  and  assistance  from  all  concerned  groups, 
individuals,  and  government  agencies  as  it  undertakes  its  statutory  mission. 

My  plans  for  the  direction  of  the  Board  are  simple.  It  must  conduct  all  activities 
with  chemical  release  prevention  as  the  goal.  This  includes  its  power  of  investiga- 
tion. It  is  clear  to  me  that  the  role  of  the  Board  in  investigation  is  not  to  assign 
blame  but  is  instead  to  provide  a  critical  tool  for  accident  prevention.  While  we,  as 
well  as  other  agencies  will  try  to  anticipate  all  contingencies,  it  is  impossible  to  pre- 
vent all  chemical  releases.  New  situations  occur  in  many  releases  that  were  pre- 
viously not  thought  to  be  problematic.  Determination  of  probable  cause  of  chemical 
releases  is  important  to  identify,  catalogue  and  correct  previously  unidentified  prob- 
lems. I  assure  you  that  it  is  my  intention  to  conduct  as  thorough  investigations  as 
available  resources  will  allow  to  prevent  recurrence  of  similar  releases  in  the  future. 
I  am  not  interested,  nor  do  I  believe  it  appropriate,  for  this  Board  to  conduct  its 
activities  in  any  other  fashion. 

Congress  has  set  a  formidable  task  before  the  Chemical  Safety  and  Hazard  Inves- 
tigation Board:  to  make  the  world  of  chemicals  safer  £md  the  world  safer  fi*om 
chemicals.  I  assure  you  that,  if  confirmed,  I  intend  to  devote  my  energies  to  accom- 
plishing that  task.  With  your  support,  I  am  confident  the  team  the  President  has 
selected  will  be  able  to  do  so  and,  in  the  process,  gain  recognition  and  respect  for 
the  Board  as  the  world's  leading  chemical  accident  investigative  agency. 

If  confirmed  as  Chairman,  I  intend  to  seek  the  finest  staff  available  to  assure  that 
the  critical  safety  issues  presented  by  the  manufacture  and  use  of  chemicals  in  this 
country  are  properly  evaluated,  investigated  and  addressed.  The  President,  Con- 
gress, the  chemical  industry,  the  chemical  workers  and  the  American  public  expect, 
and  deserve,  no  less.  I  am  honored  to  have  been  nominated  by  the  President  for  this 
important  work.  I  pledge  to  you  my  total  dedication  to  successfully  establishing  an 
efficient  and  effective  agency. 

Thank  you  for  permitting  me  to  address  this  Committee.  I  welcome  the  oppor- 
tunity to  answer  any  questions  you  may  have  and  look  forward  to  working  with  you 
in  the  future.

Biographical  Sketch 

Paul  L.  Hill,  Jr.  is  President  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  National  Institute  for  Chemical 
Studies  (NICS),  a  non-profit  public  interest  research  group  focusing  on  public  education,  emergency 
preparedness,  community  safety,  pollution  prevention,  hazards  identification,  risk  reduction,  and  risk 
communication  regarding  toxic  and  hazardous  chemicals.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Marshall  University  where 
he  received  Bachelor's  and  Master's  degrees,  and  the  University  of  Louisville  where  he  received  a  Ph.D. 
in  biology.  He  has  worked  with  NUS  Corporation  Environmental  Consultants  of  Pittsburgh,  PA,  the 
National  Demonstration  Water  Project  in  rural  Appalachia  and  the  Outer  Continental  Shelf 
Envirormiental  Assessment  Program  in  Alaska.  Dr.  Hill  was  Deputy  Administrator  for  Environmental  and 
Regulatory  Affairs  at  West  Virginia  Department  of  Natural  Resources  (DNR)  where  he  authored 
environmental  regulations  and  legislation  from  1987-1988  and  Technical  Advisor  to  the  WV  Water 
Resources  Board  from  1983  to  1987. 

Dr.  Hill's  graduate  research  focused  on  freshwater  ecology  at  Marshall  University  where  he  was 
active  in  Chi  Beta  Phi  National  Science  Honorary.  Wetlands,  surface  mining,  environmental  chemistry, 
ecosystem  modeling  and  oil  spills  were  subjects  of  his  research  at  the  University  of  Louisville's  Systems 
Science  Institute,  Center  for  Environmental  Science  and  Management.  His  Alaska  assignments  included 
short-term  duties  aboard  the  US  Coast  Guard  Icebreaker,  "Polar  Star".

1.  I  believe  that  the  Presidenr's  nominees  are  exceptionally  qualified  in  their  chosen 
fields  of  expertise  and  that  their  fields  of  expertise  are  within  the  disciplines  required  by  the 
statute.  This  Board  is  brand  new.  It  has  no  track  record,  it  has  no  staff.  As  I  stated 
during  my  confirmation  hearing,  the  Board  will  seek  the  finest  technical  staff  available  to 
conduct  the  Board's  day  to  day  functions  under  the  Board's  leadership  and  direction, 
including  process  operations  and  accident  investigations.  As  Board  Chairman  I  believe  that 
Board  members  must  be  well  versed  generalists,  and  that  each  must  possess  a  broad  array 
of  technical,  investigatory  and  policy  knowledge  to  both  comprehend  and  communicate  to 
the  public  highly  complicated  information  and  events  surrounding  accident  investigation, 
chemical  release  prevention  and  risk  managemeni.  Conversely  the  Boaid  must  be  able  to 
digest  complex  public  policy  considerations  and  adequately  convey  them  to  a  specialized 
technical  staff.  All  five  nominees  are  highly  qualified  and  well  seasoned  individuals  who 
possess  these  varied  talents.  I  believe  that  their  service  wll  benefit  the  chemical  industry, 
the  public  and  the  nation. 

2.  1  indicated  in  my  written  remarks  to  the  Committee  that  1  intended  to  establish  an 
efficient  and  effective  agency.  1  assure  you  that  this  includes  a  meaningful,  cost-effective 
contribution  to  catastrophic  chemical  accident  prevention  in  this  country.  It  is  not  my 
intention  to  "burden"  the  chemical  industry  but  instead  to  benefit  it  by  providing  constructive 
insight  and  effective  recommendations  for  chemical  safety.  Each  recommendation  that  the 
Board  makes  will  be  fully  evaluated,  including  an  evaluation  of  real  costs  and  benefits  of 
the  recommendation.  The  relative  importance  of  each  factor  in  the  Board's  consideration 
necessarily  will  vary  with  each  case.  Of  course,  if  any  agency  proposes  as  regulation  a  Board 
recommendation,  it  must  undergo  a  full  notice  and  comment  rulemaking  under  the 
Administrative  Procedures  Act.  This  rulemaking  process  requires  consideration  of  all  public 
comments.  Those  individuals  or  groups  with  cost /benefit  concerns  not  addressed  in  the 
Board's  recommendations  may  always  express  those  concerns  to  rulemaking  agencies  at  that 
time. 

3.  I  believe  that  the  Board  should  focus  its  immediate  attention  on  understanding  and 
assessing  the  existing  state  of  chemical  release  prevention,  including  existing  federal,  state 
and  local  government  efforts  as  well  as  existing  industry  initiatives.  I  foresee  face  to  face 
meetings  with  government,  industry  and  public  interest  gi-oups  to  acquire  the  stakeholder's 
perspective.  Upon  understanding  the  various  programs  and  relationships,  the  Board  must 
define  its  "niche"  of  responsibility  and  hire  a  limited  but  available  staff  to  carry  out  the 
Board's  mission.  Finally,  as  an  independent  agency,  the  Board  must  conduct  accident 
investigations  and  make  regulatory  recommendations,  using  as  many  existing  resources  as 
possible.  These  duties  are  required  by  the  statute  and  we  must  fulfill  the  Congressional 
mandates  in  an  independent,  complete  and  effective  manner  within  available  resources.  In 
the  future   I  envision   a  Board  functioning  in  much  the  same  way  as   the  National 
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Transportation  Safety  Board,  conducting  independent  investigations  and  making  independent 
safety  recommendations.  I  will  strive  for  a  Board  that  is  respected  for  its  efficiency, 
impartiality,  and  effectiveness  in  preventing  accidental  chemical  releases. 

4.  As  i  stated  in  answer  to  question  3,  in  my  response  to  a  question  by  Senator 
Kempthorne  and  in  my  prepared  remarks  to  die  committee,  I  intend  to  focus  my  early 
efforts  on  assessing  fully  existing  federal  investigative  authorities.  TTie  Board  must  interact 
with  and  rely  upon  many  involved  investigative  agencies,  especially  EPA,  OSHA,  and  NTSB. 
The  statute  requires  it  and  common  sense  dictates  it.  I  have  no  desire  to  duplicate  the  work 
of  other  agencies.  The  Board  has  neither  time  nor  resources  to  duplicate  the  work  of  these 
or  other  agencies.  Its  hands  are  full  with  its  statutorily  mandated  investigative  and 
recommendation  functions.  It  is  important  to  realize  tliat  the  Board's  regulatory  abilities  are 
limited  to  chemical  release  reporting.  Primarily,  the  Board  will  recommend  regulations  to 
other  agencies,  much  the  same  way  that  NTSB  makes  recommendations  on  transportation 
safety.  I  intend  to  honor  the  statutory  requirements  and  I  do  not  anticipate  any  redundant 
or  overlapping  programs. 

5.  As  stated  in  our  joint  response  to  Senator  Kempthorne,  the  Board  appreciates  the 
importance  of  finding  innovative,  non-regtdatory  means  of  improving  chemical  safety.  The 
statute,  however,  requires  the  Board  to  make  certain  regulatory  recommendations.  The 
Board,  of  course,  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Congress  in  this  regard.  Suffice  it 
to  say  that  I  believe  in  efficient  and  effective  solutions  to  the  chemical  safety  issues  that  the 
Board  will  encounter.  As  an  independent  agency,  the  Board  must  determine  for  itself  the 
answers  to  issues  facing  the  chemical  industry.  As  I  indicated  earlier,  I  intend  to  open  a 
dialogue  with  all  stakeholders.  Whether  the  "consensus"  of  these  groups  will  result  in  a 
recommendation  or  finding  by  the  Board  will  necessarily  depend  upon  the  issue  presented. 
As  for  the  Board's  regulatory  recommendations,  I  anticipate  an  open  process  to  assure  that 
surprises  will  be  minimized  and  that  practical  and  effective  solutions  will  be  maximized. 
The  Board's  investigative  functions  involve  many  complex  legal  and  policy  issues  that  I 
cannot  fully  explore  until  the  Board  is  appointed.  The  extent  of  stakeholder  participation 
in  investigations  must  be  defined  over  time  and  in  accordance  with  appropriate  legal 
requirements. 

6.  As  I  stated  previously  I  intend  to  seek  the  finest  staff  available  wichin  the  constraints 
of  the  budget.  However,  the  Board  will  rely  heavily  upon  other  agency  personnel  and 
programs.  The  Board  may  also  hire  consultants  to  assist  it  in  its  important  work.  When 
seeking  staff  or  consultants  the  Board  intends  to  rely  upon  the  advice  of  many  groups  and 
government  agencies.  1  anticipate  hiring  an  advanced  technical  staff  to  carry  out  the  highly 
technical  tasks  that  accompany  many  of  the  Board's  mandates  and  relying  heavily  on  existing 
expertise  within  the  federal  system. 
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Statement  of  Devra  Lee  Davis 

I  am  honored  to  appear  before  you  today  to  discuss  with  this  distinguished  com- 
mittee my  experiences  and  qualifications  for  serving  on  this  new  independent,  Fed- 
eral agency,  the  Chemical  Safety  and  Hazard  Investigation  Board  (ChemSHIB)  with 
my  fellow  nominees,  Drs.  Paul  Hill  and  Gerald  Pqje. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  President  for  having  selected  me  to  serve  in  this  important 
new  post,  along  with  my  distinguished  colleagues.  I  look  forward  to  working  with 
them  and  you  on  ensuring  and  improving  chemical  safety  and  reducing  accidental 
releases.  Managing  chemiceils  safely  involves  the  collective  efforts  of  a  broad  spec- 
trum of  players,  from  business,  labor  and  environmental  organizations  to  local  fire, 
educational  and  emergency  services,  and  insurance  companies  and  the  media.  The 
thread  that  ties  together  the  entire  effort  is  to  assure  that  all  parties  have  prompt 
access  to  important  information  with  which  to  make  key  decisions. 

An  informed  public  is  the  cornerstone  of  democracy.  Creating  an  informed  public 
with  respect  to  hazardous  chemicals  is  a  real  challenge  for  all  of  us.  As  information 
about  chemicals  has  become  increasingly  complex  and  harder  to  understand,  it  has 
become  even  more  important  to  ensure  that  the  public  has  comprehensible  informa- 
tion about  the  potential  hazards  and  benefits  of  the  materials  to  which  it  may  be 
exposed.  This  Committee  has  been  in  the  forefront  of  efforts  to  guarantee  that  all 
Americans  have  access  to  information  about  their  potential  exposures  to  hazardous 
agents.  Chir  new  Board  will  work  with  you  to  see  that  Information  is  generated  in 
useful  and  practical  forms  to  further  this  process  and  to  promote  and  improve  chem- 
ical management  and  safety. 

For  the  past  2  years,  I  have  been  honored  to  be  working  as  a  Senior  Advisor  with 
Dr.  Phil  Lee,  Assistant  Secretary  for  Health,  and  his  new  appointees  on  a  variety 
of  public  health  projects  relating  to  environmental  health  and  women's  health.  With 
Dr.  Susan  Blumenthal,  the  first  Deputy  Assistant  secretary  for  Women's  Health, 
and  Jo  Ivey  Bufford,  and  the  Surgeon  General,  Dr.  Joycelyn  Elders,  I  have  been  as- 
sisting in  developing  Secretary  Donna  Shalala's  National  Action  Plan  on  Breast 
Cancer,  which  includes  the  first  effort  to  cut  across  cabinet  agencies  on  this  issue. 

With  the  support  and  encouragement  of  Dr.  Sam  Broder  and  Ed  Sondik  and  other 
colleagues  at  the  National  Cancer  Institute  and  the  National  Institute  of  Environ- 
mental Health  Sciences,  I  have  continued  to  develop  theories  about  avoidable  causes 
of  breast  cancer  and  other  diseases.  With  Dr.  Michael  McGinnis,  I  have  worked  on 
environmental  health  issues,  including  several  initiatives  being  developed  by  the 
White  House  National  Science  and  Technology  Committees.  With  Dr.  H.  Leon 
Bradlow  and  his  colleagues  at  Cornell  Medical  School,  I  have  been  developing  and 
testing  some  theories  about  avoidable  causes  of  hormonal  cancers.  Dr.  Tom 
Chalmers,  formerly  the  Dean  at  Mt.  Sinai  Medical  Center,  has  been  a  constant 
source  of  inspiration  and  constructive  criticism,  throughout,  as  has  Dr.  David  Rail, 
former  Director  of  the  National  Institute  of  Environmental  Health  Sciences.  Lately, 
I  have  served  on  the  Department  of  Defense  Integration  Panel  on  Breast  Csuicer 
and  several  task  forces  for  Secretary  Shalala  and  Dr.  Blumenthal,  where  I  have 
worked  closely  with  Drs.  Helene  Smith  and  Harold  Freeman,  Fran  Visco,  Dr.  Susan 
Love  and  with  the  Honorable  Bella  Abzug.  It  has  been  a  privilege  to  work  with  such 
talented  and  committed  individuals. 

This  July,  I  became  part  of  the  Trek  Team  of  Expedition  Inspiration,  a  group  of 
breast  cancer  survivors,  determined  to  climb  the  highest  mountain  in  the  American 
continents,  Mt.  Aconcaugua,  in  Argentina.  Supported  by  the  Breast  Cancer  Fund  of 
San  Francisco,  I  joined  the  shakedown  climb  of  Mt.  Rainier  with  this  group  of  re- 
markable women,  who  ranged  in  age  from  their  205  to  their  60s.  Women  with 
breast  cancer  climb  mountains  everyday.  When  diagnosed  with  the  disease,  women 
may  go  through  many  stages:  denial,  fear,  self-pity.  But,  led  by  Laura  Evans,  a  5 
year  bone-marrow  transplant  survivor,  this  group  has  reached  yet  another  stage — 
the  insatiable  urge  to  fight  back — to  show  the  world  that  this  disease  can  be  con- 
quered. All  women  today  are  part  of  the  sisterhood  of  breast  cancer.  I  am  especially 
proud  to  work  with  those  determined  to  lead  the  way  to  new  ideas  and  research. 

My  own  published  resesu-ch,  which  has  appeared  in  medical  journals  such  as  the 
Lancet,  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  Environmental  Health 
Perspectives,  and  the  Journal  of  the  National  Cancer  Institute,  has  focused  on  iden- 
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tifying  preventable  or  avoidable  causes  of  disease  and  death,  especially  those  that 
may  be  associated  with  the  environment,  broadly  conceived.  I  have  organized  sev- 
eral international  meetings  on  this  subject,  which  have  appeared  as  monographs 
that  are  indicated  in  my  publication  list.  I  am  also  the  Founding  Coordinator  of  the 
Breast  Cancer  Prevention  Collaborative  Research  Group,  an  informal  organization 
of  international  researchers  concerned  with  prevention  of  this  msgor  disease  in 
women. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  has  recently  appointed  me  to  the 
Board  of  the  Mickey  Leland  Air  Toxics  Center.  Currently,  I  serve  as  a  Member  of 
the  National  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Jewish  Women.  I  have  been  fortunate  to 
receive  a  number  of  awards  for  my  work,  including  the  Conservative  Judaism's 
Woman  of  Distinction  Award,  the  Noreen  T.  Holland  and  Betty  Ford  Cancer  Center/ 
American  Cancer  Society  Award  for  my  research  on  avoidable  causes  of  breast  can- 
cer, and  others  which  are  indicated  in  the  materials  that  you  previously  received. 

Although  ChemSHIB  was  first  authorized  by  this  body  in  1990,  we  are  the  first 
Presidential  Nominees  to  be  asked  to  serve  as  its  Members.  During  this  4  year  hia- 
tus, one  report  estimates  that  more  than  20,000  uncontrolled  chemical  releases  have 
occurred.  While  many  of  these  have  not  involved  serious  loss  of  life  and  property, 
several  incidents  have  been  deadly.  The  success  of  ChemSHIB  will  best  be  judged 
by  our  ability  to  better  this  record.  It  will  be  our  job  to  investigate  major  chemical 
accidents,  work  with  the  private  sector  and  community  groups  to  develop  plans  to 
reduce  their  occxirrence,  and  facilitate  the  conduct  of  vital  research  that  will  further 
reduce  the  potential  for  lethal  and  costly  accidents.  Thus,  ChemSHIB  serves  as  a 
sentinel  to  all  facilities  where  chemical  accidents  could  occur  and  is  also  charged 
with  encouraging  public  and  private  partnerships  that  will  prevent  chemical  acci- 
dents in  the  first  place. 

I  expect  that  my  work  with  the  Board  will  include  identifying  and  coordinating 
the  best  scientific  and  technical  talent  that  can  assist  us  in  assessing  incidents,  and 
continuing  to  work  with  other  relevant  Federal  and  international  agencies  in  this 
field.  We  are  chartered  to  work  with  other  agencies  conducting  research  on  chemical 
safety  and  accident  prevention  to  determine  what  research  gaps  may  exist  and  need 
to  be  remedied.  Among  the  topics  that  we  will  need  to  address  in  this  effort  are: 

•  the  development  and  validation  of  improved  predictive  models  of  atmos- 
pheric dispersion  which  take  into  account  variable  weather  conditions  and  the 
effects  of  turbulence 

•  the  development  of  standardized  methodology  for  evaluating  dense  gas 
models 

•  development  and  assessment  of  hazard  detection,  mitigation  and  emergency 
response  technologies  for  accidental  releases  of  toxic  chemicals 

•  the  development  and  standardization  of  protocols  for  assessing  hazards,  in- 
cluding both  epidemiologic  and  toxicologic  methods. 

Also,  I  hope  to  draw  on  my  experiences  working  with  community  groups  and  with 
the  media,  as  we  investigate  plants  and  work  with  local  communities  to  develop,  ex- 
plain, and  implement  our  findings  and  recommendations.  Too  often,  complex  tech- 
nical explanations  have  obscured  public  understanding.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  this 
committee,  people  have  a  right  to  know  what  chemicals  are  used  in  plants  in  their 
areas,  what  plans  have  been  developed  to  ensure  that  uncontrolled  releases  are  kept 
to  a  minimum,  and  what  plans  have  been  devised  to  guarantee  safe  evacuation  if 
that  ever  becomes  necessary.  ChemSHIB  will  work  with  industry  and  the  commu- 
nities ultimately  to  reduce  the  demand  for  our  services. 

I  hail  fi^m  the  Monongahela  Valley,  long  known  for  its  athletic  champions — Stan 
Musial  from  Donora,  Joe  Montana  fi-om  Monongahela.  To  those  in  the  environ- 
mental health  field,  Donora  also  has  another  distinction— it  is  the  home  of  the  Killer 
Smog  of  1948,  when  dozens  of  people  died  and  thousands  were  made  ill  froin  an  at- 
mospheric inversion  of  pollution  fix)m  coking  plants  and  steel  mills  which  en- 
shrouded the  horseshoe  curve  of  the  riverbed  for  several  days. 

Like  that  poisonous  pollution,  much  of  what  has  passed  from  those  earlier  days 
in  Donora  is  not  mourned.  No  one  regrets  the  loss  of  air  raid  sirens  and  fallout  shel- 
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ters  and  the  gnawing  worries  of  some  unknown  evil  empire.  Nor,  does  anyone  miss 
the  ugly  residues  of  racism. 

But,  there  are  other  parts  of  what  Donora  was  that  we  need  to  recapture.  Donora 
was  the  kind  of  small,  polyglot  town,  where  every  day  children  walked  back  and 
forth  to  school  for  lunch,  pledged  to  the  flag  and  said  their  prayers.  The  town  of 
my  childhood  was  also  of  a  time  and  place  where  a  small  child  who  meandered  miles 
from  home  would  be  brought  back  safely  and  become  the  subject  of  local  newspaper 
headlines.  Children  grew  up  in  a  place  where  they  knew  everybody  cared  about 
them,  where  there  were  no  throwaway  kids. 

As  to  all  that  now-famous  pollution,  getting  rid  of  it  was  not  without  some  major 
costs.  I  know  full  well  the  trade  off  between  the  environment  and  economics.  The 
Donora  steel  plant  had  been  the  Nation's  largest  nail  mill  during  the  War.  It  closed 
forever  by  the  late  1950s,  outmoded  and  undercapitalized.  Many  of  its  proud  work- 
ers who  painstakingly  built  their  homes  from  the  foundation  up,  one  floor  at  a  time, 
were  forced  to  seek  emplojmient  50  miles  or  more  away.  Others  went  on  welfare. 
Even  the  women  went  to  work  then.  The  town  today  has  a  population  half  of  what 
it  was  during  its  heyday,  and  the  Valley  is  still  recovering  from  the  radical 
translocations  that  followed. 

Still,  today  in  Donora  and  throughout  the  Valley  the  air  and  water  are  cleaner. 
There  are  trees  growing  on  slopes  that  were  bare  my  entire  childhood.  The  chal- 
lenges we  face  now  are  how  to  foster  sustainable  economic  and  environmental  devel- 
opment. Shutting  down  entire  valleys  is  no  solution. 

Throughout  my  educational  career,  I  have  personally  benefited  enormously  from 
Federal  support  for  public  education.  Taylor  ^Iderdice  Public  High  School,  afforded 
me  a  chance  to  enroll  in  some  of  the  first  federally  supported  science  programs.  At 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh  where  I  was  part  of  what  later  became  the  Honors  Col- 
lege, I  received  my  B.S.  and  M.A.  degrees  in  1967,  and  was  a  designated  a  National 
Science  Foundation  Honors  Undergraduate  and  Graduate.  As  a  Danforth  Founda- 
tion Graduate  Fellow  in  1967 — ^the  first  year  that  women  were  given  such  awards — 
I  went  on  to  receive  the  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Chicago.  Later,  I  obtained  a 
post-doctoral  Masters  in  Public  Health,  from  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  with  a 
National  institute  of  Health/  National  Cancer  Institute,  Senior  Post-Doctoral  Fellow- 
ship Award  in  1982,  as  part  of  the  Public  Health  Service. 

After  beginning  to  teach  as  a  young  college  professor  at  Queens  College  of  the 
City  University  of  New  York,  I  worked  briefly  at  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  to  help  establish  the  Office  of  Toxic  Substances.  I  then  became  a  senior  staff 
member  of  the  Environmental  Law  Institute  (ELI),  where  I  was  privileged  to  work 
with  J.  William  Futrell,  President.  While  I  was  at  the  Institute,  ELI  produced  sev- 
eral reports  of  direct  relevance  to  this  committee,  including  studies  on  interstate 
transport  of  hazardous  wastes.  One,  requested  by  Senator  Stafford,  has  become  a 
collector's  item.  It  was  a  review  of  compensation  for  victims  of  pollution,  assembled 
at  the  request  of  the  Congressional  Research  Service  for  this  Committee  in  1980. 

I  left  ELI  for  the  National  Research  Council  of  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences 
in  1983,  where  I  also  received  appointments  as  a  Visiting  Professor  to  Mt.  Sinai 
Medical  Center  and  to  Johns  Hopkins  University.  I  worked  at  NAS  over  a  decade 
in  a  number  of  positions.  With  the  support  of  Drs.  Frank  Press,  Bob  White  and  Sam 
Thier,  I  ended  my  career  at  NAS  as  the  first  woman  to  hold  the  post  of  Scholar 
in  Residence.  I  have  appeared  before  this  Committee  and  met  with  staff  on  several 
occasions  previously  to  discuss  various  reports  of  the  Board  on  Environmental  Stud- 
ies and  Toxicology,  including  those  that  first  determined  that  passive  smoking  was 
a  health  risk,  recommended  a  ban  on  smoking  on  airplanes,  and  assessed  the  evi- 
dence on  environmental  epidemiology  of  hazardous  waste  sites. 

I  regret  that  my  two  children,  Aaron  Davis  and  Lea  Davis  Morgenstem  are  un- 
able to  be  here,  as  they  are  carrying  out  their  own  responsibilities  at  the 
Mercersburg  Academy  and  the  Westtown  School  respectively  in  Pennsylvania.  I  am 
pleased  that  my  husband.  Dr.  Richard  Morgenstem,  Director  of  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency's  Office  of  Policy  Analysis,  and  formerly  Acting  Assistant  Admin- 
istrator and  Acting  Deputy  Administrator  of  the  agency,  is  with  me  today,  as  are 
a  number  of  close  friends  and  family  members.  I  am  especially  proud  of  my  70  year 
old  Mother,  who  graduated  from  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  in  her  mid-408,  and 
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is  currently  a  graduate  student  in  Hebrew,  a  regular  volunteer  tutor  in  Israel  for 
Israeli  and  Palestinian  students,  and  currently  President  of  Na'amat,  of  Pittsburgh. 
In  Israel,  Na'amat  is  an  organization  of  nearly  1  million  Israeli,  Arab,  and  Druze 
women  that  supports  training,  child  care  and  education.  Mom  cannot  be  here  today, 
because  she  is  on  her  way  to  visit  the  Brazilian  rain  forest. 

Like  many  immigrants  of  their  generation,  my  grandparents  arrived  in  the 
Monongahela  Valley  through  Ellis  Island,  with  no  other  resources  than  their  own 
determination  to  flee  religious  and  find  personal  and  economic  freedoms.  While  a 
teenager,  my  Father  began  working  in  the  local  steel  mill  as  a  chemist  and  a  ma- 
chinist, and  joined  the  Army  war  effort.  Later,  as  a  businessman  in  the  Pittsburgh 
area,  he  continued  to  serve  his  country  for  35  years,  retiring  from  the  Army  Re- 
serves as  a  Brigadier  General.  My  father  died  at  age  61  from  bone  cancer.  He  be- 
lieved, as  do  I,  that  Jews  have  a  special  responsibility  to  serve  America,  because 
our  country  saved  Jews  from  nothing  less  than  total  extinction. 

Today  is  the  Jewish  holiday  of  Sukkoth,  when  traditionally  Jews  take  their  meals 
in  fragile  huts  with  thatched  roofs.  This  holiday,  which  is  much  less  widely  known, 
reflects  the  cyclical  nature  of  many  Jewish  holidays  and  our  strong  tie  with  the  sea- 
sonal character  of  life.  Sukkot  serves  as  a  reminder  that  we  are  but  temporary  resi- 
dents on  this  earth  who  should  regard  even  our  permanent  dwellings  as  fleeting  and 
be  sure  to  seek  ways  to  secure  the  continuity  of  the  earth. 

I  am  thankful  to  the  President  for  having  given  me  this  opportunity  to  serve  my 
country,  for  these  next  5  yetirs.  I  look  forward  to  working  with  you  and  my  fellow 
Members  to  see  that  this  new  Board  develops  effectively  and  efficiently  to  make  all 
of  our  communities  and  dwellings  safer  and  more  secure.

ENVIRONMENT  AND  PUBLIC  WORKS  COMMITTEE 


1 .  As  I  remarked  at  the  confirmation  hearing,  I  am  not  an  expert 
on  emergency  releases  or  chemical  plants .   I  am  an  expert  on 
public  health,  on  speaking  with  the  public  to  explain  complicated 
matters,  and  on  listening  to  people  express  their  concerns.   My 
academic  training  did  include  courses  in  acute  health  problems 
and  my  decade  of  work  at  the  National  Research  Council  involved 
directing  a  professional  staff  of  50,  and  coordinating  the  work 
of  more  than  1,000  expert  advisors  from  an  array  of  disciplines 
relevant  to  environmental  health  assessment,  both  acute  and 
chronic.   Among  the  numerous  reports  the  NRC  issued  under  my 
direction  were  studies  of  mass  balance,  which  required  the 
identification  and  assessment  of  process  safety  management  and 
petrochemical  processes. 

Immediately  following  the  Bhopal  incident,  the  Board  that  I 
directed  convened  a  major  international  workshop  in  1986,  which 
reviewed  available  evidence  on  the  nature  of  the  release, 
possible  root  cause  determinations,  and  difficulties  in  assessing 
both  acute  and  chronic  population  and  environmental  affects  of 
the  explosion.   Based  on  this  meeting  and  other  efforts,  a  series 
of  national  and  international  research  teams  visited  India  and 
worked  with  federal  agencies  and  others  to  try  to  assess  the 
impacts  of  this  event  and  to  develop  systems  for  assessing 
chronic  consequences,  as  well  as  documenting  acute  public  health 
and  environmental  consequences. 

2.  We  all  recognize  the  importance  of  taking  into  account  the 
economic  costs  and  benefits  of  accident  prevention  strategies, 
and  of  all  environmental  policies.   As  I  mentioned  in  my  written 
testimony  to  this  committee,  as  a  former  resident  of  Donora, 
Pennsylvania,  now  a  steel  town  in  the  Monongahela  Valley  and  part 
of  the  rust  belt- -I  understand  full  well  the  importance  of 
developing  a  sustainable  environment . 

The  recent  explosion  in  Bel  Pre,  Ohio,  had  immediate  effects 
upon  U.S.  production  of  styrenic  block  copolymers,  exacerbating  a 
very  tight  market  situation.   Figuring  out  cost  effective  ways  to 
prevent  that  type  of  accident  from  recurring  will  have  enormous 
economic  benefits.   Of  course,  there  is  a  clear  need  to  balance 
any  proposed  regulatory  or  reporting  requirements  against  their 
potential  benefits  and  costs,  consistent  with  several  major 
congressional  suggestions. 

3.  1  have  indicated  my  willingnase  to  accept  this  appointment  to 
this  Board  because  of  my  personal  commitment  to  public  service. 
While  my  own  published  research  has  focused  on  chronic  health 
problems,  I  also  have  familiarity  with  matters  involving  acute 
health  issues.   In  fact,  there  is  substantial  overlap 
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methodologically  in  the  types  of  research  tools  involved  in  both, 
the  assessment  of  chronic  and  acute  health  effects. 

As  to  my  qualifications  in  the  area  of  accidental  release 
investigation  and  prevention.   The  basic  tools  for  assessing 
public  health  remain  toxicology  and  epidemiology- -two  fields  in 
which  I  am  a  member  of  their  respective  American  Colleges . 
Neither  of  these  disciplines  sharply  demarcates  the  study  of 
Chronic  and  acute  effects.   The  activities  of  the  boards  I 
directed  at  the  National  Research  Council  spanned  a  broad  array 
of  disciplines,  including  process  engineering,  ecology,  exposure 
assessment,  toxicology,  and  the  epidemiological  assessment  of 
environmental  exposures,   in  addition  to  my  130  individual 
publications,  I  was  the  primary  editor  and  writer  of  the  highly 
regarded  National  Research  Council  report  on  environmental 
epidemiology,  which  identified  research  needs  and  data  gaps 
pertinent  to  the  overall  assessment  of  environmental  health. 

I  look  forward  to  working  with  the  Senate  in  developing 
rational  policies  for  preventing  accidents  auid  protecting  public 
health,  and  believe  that  my  background,  training,  commitment  to 
public  service,  and  personal  faith  make  me  well  suited  to  this 
task. 
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Statement  of  Hon.  Alfonse  D'Amato,  U.S.  Senator  from  the  State  of  New 

York 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  honored  to  offer  my  support  for  the  confirmation  of  Dr.  Devra 
Lee  Davis  to  the  Chemical  Safety  and  Hazard  Investigation  Board. 

My  acquaintance  with  Dr.  Davis'  work  is  of  recent  vintage,  but  it  has  not  taken 
me  long  to  develop  a  deep  respect  and  appreciation  for  her  remarkable  achievements 
and  influence  in  the  fields  of  environmental  toxicology  and  epidemiology,  and  for  her 
personal  commitment  to  the  prevention  of  disease  and  promotion  of  public  health. 

I  first  took  note  of  Dr.  Davis'  research  after  my  constituents  on  Long  Island  began 
raising  troubling  questions  about  elevated  rates  of  breast  cancer  in  their  commu- 
nities— rates  that  could  not  be  explained  by  existing  known  risk  factors  alone.  These 
women  suspected  that  environmental  exposures — including  exposures  to  pesticides 
once  applied  heavily  on  former  potato  fields  that  many  of  Long  Island's  residential 
subdivisions  were  later  built  upon — might  have  something  to  do  with  the  rise  in 
breast  cancer  rates.  They  took  their  concerns  to  local.  State,  and  Federal  health  de- 
partments but  were  consistently  rebuffed — confronted  by  bureaucrats  willing  to  lay 
all  the  blame  on  factors  such  as  diet,  reproductive  history,  and  religion. 

In  the  meantime.  Dr.  Davis  and  her  colleagues  were  taking  these  concerns  seri- 
ously— pursuing  important  research  into  how  certain  environmental  chemicals,  like 
those  used  on  Long  Island,  might  influence  breast  cancer  risk  by  mimicking  the  ac- 
tion of  the  hormone  estrogen.  Her  involvement,  however,  went  beyond  the  publica- 
tion of  scholarly  articles.  She  was  fi-equently  present  with  the  women  in  the  commu- 
nity, explaining  the  implications  of  ongoing  research,  and  engaging  them  in  dialogue 
with  some  of  the  Nation's  leading  scientists  in  a  mutual  search  to  understand  the 
causes  of  the  cancer  in  their  midst.  The  influence  of  her  work  exploring  a  link  be- 
tween breast  cancer  and  environmental  chemicals  is  reflected,  in  part,  in  the  initi- 
ation of  the  Long  Island  Breast  Cancer  Study  Project  last  November  by  the  National 
Cancer  Institute  and  in  the  support  of  this  Committee  for  language  in  the  Safe 
Drinking  Water  Act  directing  EPA  to  begin  identifying  chemicals  that  can  cause  es- 
trogenic and  other  biological  effects  in  humans. 

Dr.  Davis  has  attained  international  recognition  for  her  work.  She  has  organized 
several  international  meetings  on  the  identification  of  preventable  or  avoidable 
causes  of  disease  and  death,  particularly  those  associated  with  the  environment. 
Her  writings  have  been  published  with  regxilarity  in  the  British  medical  journal 
Lancet,  as  well  as  in  such  publications  as  The  International  Herald  Tribune,  Medi- 
cal World  News,  the  Guardian  Le  Monde,  La  Vanguardia,  and  the  Beijing  Daily. 
She  is  the  Founding  Coordinator  of  the  Breast  Cancer  Prevention  Collaborative  Re- 
search Group,  and  was  recently  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives to  the  Board  of  the  Mickey  Leland  Air  Toxics  Center.  Her  awards  in- 
clude an  Award  for  Research  on  Breast  Cancer  Prevention  from  the  Betty  Ford 
Comprehensive  Cancer  Center  and  American  Cancer  Society;  Honoree  for  Research 
on  Breast  Cancer  from  the  Noreen  T.  Holland  Breast  Cancer  Foundation;  and  elect- 
ed membership  in  the  International  Collegium  Ramazzini,  an  honorary  society  in  oc- 
cupational and  environmental  medicine. 

During  the  course  of  her  career  to  date— from  her  days  teaching  as  a  young  col- 
lege professor  at  Queens  College  in  the  City  of  New  York,  to  her  more  recent  posi- 
tions as  Scholar  in  Residence  at  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  and  as  Senior 
Advisor  to  the  Assistant  Secretary  for  Health  at  HHS— Dr.  Davis  has  built  a  strong 
record  of  dedication  to  the  prevention  of  human  disease  and  the  mitigation  of  chemi- 
cal hazards  that  will  serve  her  well  as  a  member  of  the  Chemical  Safety  and  Hazard 
Investigation  Board.

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Statement  of  Gerald  Vincent  Poje 

Mr.  Chairman,  Senator  Chafee  and  members  of  the  Committee:  It  is  my  distinct 
honor  to  appear  today  before  your  committee  as  a  nominee  to  the  Chemical  Safety 
and  Hazard  Investigation  Board  (CSHI  Board).  This  committee  has  had  a  major 
leadership  role  in  developing  Federal  chemical  accident  prevention  policy.  Most  rel- 
evant and  appropriate  to  todaj^s  hearing  has  been  this  committee's  role  in  formulat- 
ing the  structure  and  functions  of  the  CSHI  Board.  Should  you  find  me  acceptable 
and  the  CSHI  Board  become  a  reality,  I  will  look  forward  to  working  closely  with 
you  and  your  staffs  on  matters  pertaining  to  chemical  safety. 

On  September  21,  1989  before  the  Subcommittee  on  Environmental  Protection  of 
this  committee,  it  was  my  honor  to  testify  in  support  of  improved  national  chemical 
accident  prevention  policy  by  creating  the  CSHI  Board.  The  intervening  5  years  has 
strengthened  my  belief  that  the  CSHI  Board  will  play  a  pivotal  role  in  promoting 
a  stronger  safety  climate.  With  thoughtful  leadership  and  strategic  development,  the 
CSHI  Board  can  become  a  respected  institution  for  all  the  stakeholders  in  chemical 
handling  industries. 

Model  led  after  the  successful  National  Transportation  Board  (NTSB),  the  CSHI 
Board  promises  a  non-regulatory  Federal  application  of  independent  expertise  work- 
ing for  the  public  good.  The  board  will  investigate  serious  chemical  accidents,  over- 
see the  performance  of  chemical  safety  and,  where  necessary,  recommend  improve- 
ments in  the  national  interest.  The  examples  of  NTSB  and  other  safety  boards,  such 
as  the  Defense  Nuclear  Facilities  Safety  Board,  will  greatly  assist  the  CSHI  Board 
as  we  embark  upon  our  task. 

While  enthusiastic  about  the  opportunity  to  join  the  board,  I  harbor  no  illusions 
that  its  work  will  be  easy  or  that  its  pace  will  be  relaxed.  The  immediate  tasks  be- 
fore the  board  are  varied,  complex  and  urgent.  First,  we  will  need  to  establish  ad- 
ministrative and  procedural  rules  for  operations  of  the  board,  for  conducting  inves- 
tigations, for  gathering  information,  for  holding  hearings,  and  for  coordinating  our 
work  with  the  other  major  Federal  agencies  responsible  for  aspects  of  chemical  acci- 
dent prevention.  Included  in  this  task  will  be  the  responsibility  to  establish  stand- 
ards of  evidence  and  ensure  enforcement  of  investigation  orders. 

The  Board's  most  visible  function  will  be  the  conduct  of  investigations  into  the 
causes  of  serious  accidents.  Each  accident  has  its  own  unique  set  of  circumstances 
and  genesis.  However,  the  CSHI  board  will  need  to  develop  common  guidance  and 
regulations  surrounding  the  investigation  of  accidents.  The  Board  must  assure  all 
interested  parties  that  such  investigations  are  technically  competent,  comprehen- 
sive, and  timely.  In  this  investigatory  capacity,  the  board  must  develop  a  thorough 
understanding  of  existing  accident  prevention  policies,  regulations,  enforcement  and 
compliance,  in  order  to  assure  that  its  recommendations  to  Congress,  the  U.S.  Envi- 
ronmental Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Admin- 
istration (OSHA)  accurately  meet  the  needs  of  all  stakeholders. 

At  the  time  of  an  accident,  emergency  response  personnel,  Federed,  State  and  local 
officials,  investigators  and  the  private  sector  must  be  able  to  work  in  carefully  co- 
ordinated fashion. 

At  a  minimum,  the  CSHI  Board  will  need  to  negotiate  detailed  memoranda  of  un- 
derstanding with  the  EPA,  the  National  Response  Center,  NTSB,  and  OSHA  to  de- 
lineate roles,  responsibilities  and  authorities  in  accident  investigations. 

The  CSHI  Board  is  also  charged  with  reviewing  and  reporting  on  the  context  and 
development  of  regulations  pertaining  to  hazard  assessments,  risk  management 
planning,  extremely  hazardous  chemicals  with  accidental  release  implications,  and 
risk  reduction  options,  including  pre-release  primary  prevention  technology  and 
mitigation  technology.  Several  statutory  deadlines  have  already  been  exceeded  for 
receipt  of  reports  and  recommendations  from  the  board.  In  coordination  with  other 
public  and  private  organizations,  the  CSHI  Board  also  will  need  to  develop  a  strate- 
gic plan  for  research  into  accident  analyses  and  other  relevant  issues  prior  to  the 
actual  occurrence  of  an  accident. 

The  importance  of  the  CSHI  Board  and  the  tasks  before  it  demand  the  complete 
commitment  fi"om  each  and  every  board  member.  My  highest  priority  will  be  to  work 
closely  with  the  Chair,  Mr.  Paul  Hill,  Dr.  Devra  Davis  and  the  other  board  members 
to  create  a  cohesive  and  effective  board,  maximizing  the  diverse  talents  of  each 
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member.  Through  all  our  individual  tasks,  I  hope  to  maintain  the  vision  that  our 
most  important  function  is  earning  the  trust  of  at-risk  workers  and  communities, 
businesses.  State,  local  and  Federal  regulators  and  legislatures. 

Beyond  building  the  board  itself,  our  most  immediate  priority  will  be  staffing  an 
organization  with  experts  manifesting  a  diversity  of  skills:  legal,  engineering,  acci- 
dent reconstruction,  human  factors  analysis,  investigatory  and  policy  analysis  are 
some  of  the  more  important. 

Working  with  the  chairman,  I  will  endeavor  to  assure  that  each  person  hired  is 
technically  excellent  and  that  the  staff  as  a  whole  reflects  the  diversity  of  our  popu- 
lation. In  addition,  because  of  my  special  interest  and  knowledge,  I  will  use  my  ten- 
ure: I.  to  advance  the  board's  efforts  in  cutting-edge  computer  information  manage- 
ment; 2.  to  attend  to  the  training  needs  of  at-risk  workers,  communities  and  man- 
agers; and  3.  to  assure  that  the  board's  work  meets  the  President's  objectives  for 
environmental  justice. 

My  Qualifications 

I  am  professionally  trained  as  an  environmental  toxicologist.  In  my  ctirrent  posi- 
tion as  an  expert  in  the  National  Institute  of  Environmental  Health  Sciences 
(NIEHS),  I  have  developed  considerable  knowledge  of  chemical  accidents  and  expo- 
sure potential.  In  addition,  through  my  role  in  the  interagency  efforts  to  implement 
Presidential  Executive  Order  12898  on  environmental  justice,  I  have  developed  an 
understanding  of  applicable  resources  and  research  in  the  National  Toxicology  Pro- 
gram, National  Institute  of  Occupational  Safety  and  Health,  the  Center  for  Disease 
Control  and  Prevention,  the  Agency  for  Toxic  Substances  and  Disease  Registry, 
NIEHS  and  EPA.  Since  July  when  President  Clinton  announced  his  intention  to 
nominate  me  to  the  CSHI  Board,  many  directors  and  senior  staff  of  these  and  other 
Federal  agencies  have  expressed  a  strong  interest  in  coordinating  their  efforts  with 
the  work  of  the  board.  In  particular,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  strong  support  dur- 
ing this  nomination  process  from  EPA's  Office  of  Solid  Waste  and  Emergency  Re- 
sponse in  the  office  of  Assistant  Administrator  Elliot  Laws  and  from  the  Chemical 
Emergency  Preparedness  and  Prevention  Office. 

I  have  conducted  extensive  research  into  chemical  accident  and  pollution  preven- 
tion policies  and  am  familiar  with  the  most  relevant  Federal  statutes  and  regula- 
tions on  emergency  planning,  community  right-to-know,  accident  prevention,  worker 
training  and  process  safety  management.

Quastion  Ar«a  x.  Background  and  Expertise 

I  am  trained  professionally  as  an  environmental  toxicologist 
having  conducted  my  doctoral  and  postdoctoral  research  in  the  area 
of  acute  exposure  and  response  to  environmental  hazards.  In  my 
current  position  as  an  expert  in  the  National  Institute  of 
Environmental  Health  Sciences  (NIEHS) ,  I  have  developed 
considerable  knowledge  of  chemical  accidents,  exposure  potential 
and  workforce  training  in  emergency  response  and  environmental 
remediation.  In  addition,  through  my  role  in  the  interagency 
efforts  to  implement  Presidential  Executive  Order  12898  on 
environmental  justice,  I  have  developed  an  understanding  of 
applicable  resources  and  research  in  the  National  Toxicology 
Program,  National  Institute  of  Occupational  Safety  and  Health,  the 
Center  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention,  the  Agency  for  Toxic 
Substances  and  Disease  Registry,  NIEHS  and  EPA. 

I  have  conducted  extensive  research  into  chemical  accident  and 
pollution  prevention  policies  and  am  familiar  with  the  most 
relevant  federal  statutes  and  regulations  on  emergency  planning, 
community  right-to-know,  accident  prevention,  worker  training  and 
process  safety  management.  My  diverse  professional  experience  has 
enabled  roe  to  work  with  safety  experts  and  leaders  of  the  regulated 
community,  organized  labor,  at-risk  communities,  public  health 
professionals,  legislatures  and  state,  local  and  federal 
regulators. 

In  my  capacity  as  an  environmental  toxicologist,  I  have  had 
numerous  opportunities  to  conduct  site  visits  at  industrial 
chemical  facilities  and  refineries,  and  to  discuss  health  and 
safety  issues  with  plant  managers  and  on-line  plant  personnel.  As 
a  member  of  the  advisory  board  to  the  American  Institute  of 
Chemical  Engineers  Center  for  Chemical  Process  Safety,'  I  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  review  cutting-edge  research  into  engineering 
and  engineering  design  for  prevention  and  mitigation  technologies 
for  chemical  accident  prevention,  process  safety  management,  hazard 
assessment  and  risk  analysis  in  the  area  of  chemical  accidents,  and 
human  factors.  I  have  written  a  citizen's  guide  to  emergency 
response  and  planning,  including  an  approach  to  hazard  assessment. 


'The  American  Institute  of  Chemical  Engineers  created  the 
Center  for  Chemical  Process  Safety  in  1985  to  help  prevent 
catastrophic  chemical  accidents.  The  research,  education  and 
publications  sponsored  by  CCPS  is  supported  by  expert  industrial 
safety  staff  and  financial  resources  from  more  than  80  major 
petrochemical  processing  corporations. 
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In  addition,  I  have  been  an  invited  participant  in  numerous 
national  and  international  meetings  discussing  chemical  process 
safety  and  accident  prevention. 

Question  Area  3.  Chronic  versus  Acute 

As  an  environmental  toxicologist  having  conducted  my  doctoral 
and  postdoctoral  research  in  the  area  of  acute  exposure  and 
response  to  environmental  hazards.  I  concur  with  the  position  of 
Dr.  Paul  Hill,  nominee  to  the  Chair  position  for  the  Board,  and  Dr. 
Devra  Davis,  that  the  Board  should  focus  its  immediate  attention 
on:  1.  understanding  and  assessing  the  existing  state  of  chemical 
release  prevention,  including  existing  federal,  state  and  local 
government  efforts  as  well  as  industry  initiatives;  and  2.  develop 
the  infrastructure  to  conduct  investigations  into  serious 
accidents . 

In  the  future,  I  would  hope  that  our  early  efforts  would 
create  a  Board  operating  and  functioning  on  its  mandate  in  much  the 
same  way  that  the  National  Transportation  Safety  Board  accomplishes 
its  mission. 

Question  Area  S.  The  Board's  Role 

I  concur  with  the  response  submitted  by  Drs.  Paul  Hill  and 
Devra  Davis.  As  it  considers  issuing  recommendations,  the  Board 
should  utilize  every  innovative  approach  to  promote  a  stronger 
safety  climate. 

I  also  concur  with  the  approach  suggested  by  Dr.  Hill  that  all 
stakeholders  be  involved  early  in  dialogue  about  the  business  of 
the  board  such  that  the  board's  work  will  reflect  practical  and 
effective  solutions. 
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Senator  Baucus.  The  third  and  final  panel  will  consist  of  three 
persons  who  have  been  nominated  to  be  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Morris  K.  Udall  Scholarship  and  Excellence  in  Na- 
tional Environmental  Policy  Foundation.  The  Udall  Foundation 
was  established  by  Congress  in  1982  to  honor  former  Congressman 
Mo  Udall  for  his  service  to  the  Nation  as  an  environmental  leader, 
as  a  champion  of  the  rights  of  Native  Americans  and  Alaska  Na- 
tives. 

The  foundation  was  created  to  preserve  and  continue  Mo's  work 
by  establishing  programs  in  his  name  and  encourage  the  continued 
use,  enjojrment,  education  and  exploration  of  our  natural  resources, 
and  to  develop  resources  to  properly  train  Native  American  and 
Alaska  Native  professionals  in  health  care  and  public  policy.  Mo's 
efforts  to  protect  our  natural  resources  have  left  a  lasting  mark  on 
the  law  books.  Generations  to  come  will  benefit  from  his  commit- 
ment. His  defense  of  the  rights  of  Native  Americans  will  be  long 
remembered  and  appreciated. 

All  of  us  who  had  the  privilege  of  serving  with  Mo  Udall  are  well 
aware  of  his  contribution  to  the  environment  and  to  our  country's 
people.  The  foundation  will  enable  present  and  future  generations 
of  Americans  to  maintain  the  environment  that  Mo  has  worked  so 
hard  to  preserve. 

In  addition  to  nominees  already  considered  by  the  committee,  the 
President  has  nominated  three  other  individuals  who  are  well  suit- 
ed to  implementing  the  charge  of  this  foundation:  Anne  Udall,  one 
of  Mo's  three  daughters;  Richard  Burton,  a  long  time  staffer  of 
Mo's;  and  Michael  Rappoport,  who  has  known  Mo  Udall  for  a  long 
time. 

In  August,  the  committee  conducted  a  hearing  on  four  other 
nominees  to  the  Udall  Foundation.  Three  of  these  nominees  have 
not  yet  been  confirmed  by  the  full  Senate.  I  hope  that  the  commit- 
tee action  on  these  nominees,  if  favorable,  will  enable  the  Senate 
to  approve  all  the  nominees  to  the  foundation.  For  all  the  nominees 
today,  if  confirmed,  we  look  forward  to  working  with  each  of  you, 
and  I  pledge  my  cooperation  to  help  you  in  your  important  jobs. 

Okay,  now,  there  aren't  many  left  in  the  hearing  room.  Do  any 
of  you  have  any  family  you'd  like  to  introduce? 

Mr.  Rappoport.  Mr.  Chairman,  for  the  record,  I  am  Michael 
Rappoport,  and  I  am  very  pleased  to  introduce  my  son,  Sloan 
Rappoport,  who  is  in  the  room  with  me,  and  like  so  many  young 
people,  was  touched  by  Mo  Udall's  commitment  to  public  service. 
So  thank  you  for  that  opportunity. 

Senator  Baucus.  Sloan,  very  happy  to  have  you  here.  We  know 
how  proud  you  are  of  your  father.

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STATEMENT  OF  ANNE  J.  UDALL,  NOMINATED  TO  BE  A  MEM- 
BER OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES,  MORRIS  K.  UDALL

MENTAL POLICY  FOUNDATION;  ACCOMPANIED  BY  RONALD 
K.  BURTON  AND  DAVID  M.  RAPPOPORT,  NOMINEES  TO  BE 
MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES,  MORRIS  K.  UDALL 
SCHOLARSHIP  AND  EXCELLENCE  IN  NATIONAL  ENVIRON- 
MENTAL POLICY  FOUNDATION 

Dr.  Udall.  Yes,  we're  going  to  make  this  easy,  and  I'm  going  to 
introduce  myself  and  the  other  nominees. 

Mr.  Chairman,  as  you  have  noted,  my  name  is  Anne  Udall,  and 
on  behalf  of  the  distinguished  group  that  I'm  sitting  with,  I  want 
to  thank  you  for  taking  time  during  what  seems  to  be  a  particu- 
larly hectic,  crazy  week,  more  so  than  usual,  to  hold  this  hearing 
to  consider  the  confirmation  of  the  last  three  members  to  sit  on  the 
board  of  the  Udall  Foundation. 

When  I  asked  Mr.  Burton  and  Mr.  Rappoport  to  supply  me  with 
some  information  on  themselves  for  this  introduction,  one  of  them, 
who  will  remain  nameless,  recounted  a  story  that  my  dad  had  told 
him  in  a  similar  situation,  when  he  was  asked  to  supply  a  para- 
graph about  himself  for  one  of  the  numerous  introductions.  Dad 
said,  I'll  write  a  paragraph,  but  you  can  go  to  several  pages  if  you 
can  make  it  interesting.  I  can  assure  you  that  I  only  have  three 
paragraphs,  one  for  each  of  us,  for  you  listen  to  today. 

Before  you  are  the  following  nominees.  To  my  right  is  Ken  Bur- 
ton. Ken  Burton  is  a  former  Arizona  newspaper  report  and  col- 
umnist. He  was  a  member  of  my  father's  Washington  staff  for  15 
years. 

During  those  15  years,  he  served  as  a  staff  writer,  then  a  Con- 
gressional press  secretary,  and  for  10  years  during  Mo's  chairman- 
ship was  a  director  of  the  Office  of  Public  Affairs  for  what  is  now 
the  House  Committee  on  Natural  Resources.  That  long  tenure  gave 
him  a  close  and  sensitive  familiarity  with  the  Udall  conservation 
agenda,  both  at  home  and  when  he  accompanied  the  chairman  on 
trips  to  Alaska,  the  South  Pacific  and  the  former  Soviet  Union. 

Mr.  Burton  is  a  graduate  of  Paloma  College  and  an  Air  Force 
veteran.  He  and  his  wife,  Carol,  live  in  Chantilly,  Virginia,  and 
have  two  children. 

To  my  left  is  Michael  Rappoport.  D.  Michael  Rappoport  is  Associ- 
ate General  Manager  for  Public  and  Communications  Services  at 
the  Salt  River  Project,  a  major  water  and  electric  utility  in  Arizona. 
Since  joining  SRP  in  1973,  Mr.  Rappoport  has  held  several  man- 
agement positions  and  presently  has  primary  responsibility  for 
community,  consumer,  government  and  public  relations,  commu- 
nication and  education  services  and  corporate  philanthropy,  which 
is  a  larger  job  title  than  the  title  of  his  foundation,  which  is  no 
small  feat. 

Mr.  Rappoport  has  participated  in  a  number  of  negotiations  be- 
tween environmental  government  and  industry  interests  that  re- 
sulted in  successful  settlement  of  air  quality,  water  conservation 
and  wilderness  issues  in  Arizona.  He  has  published  numerous  arti- 
cles on  this  subject,  and  we'll  be  glad  to  provide  those  to  the  com- 
mittee if  they  so  wish.

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Mr.  Rappoport  has  been  a  friend  of  my  father's  for  almost  20 
years,  and  will,  I  am  sure,  bring  a  strong  sense  of  commitment  to 
the  foundation  board  of  trustees. 

As  I  have  stated  earlier,  I  am  Anne  Udall,  I  am  Mo's  fourth  child 
and  second  oldest  daughter.  I  hold  a  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of 
Arizona  in  the  field  of  gifted  education,  and  have  been  a  profes- 
sional educator  for  most  of  my  adult  life.  Currently,  I  am  the  Direc- 
tor of  Programs  for  the  Gifted  in  International  Baccalaureate  Pro- 
grams in  the  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  school  system  in  Charlotte, 
NC.  I  have  written  and  consulted  extensively  on  many  topics  in  the 
area  of  gifted  education  and  education  in  general. 

In  addition  to  a  full  professional  life,  I  have  represented  my  dad 
and  his  interests  most  of  my  life,  which  hasn't  been  hard,  since  he 
was  in  Congress  since  I  was  6  years  old,  until  he  retired  when  I 
was  36.  I  worked  for  him  during  his  Presidential  campaign  and  on 
numerous  congressional  campaigns.  I  am  chairperson  of  the  Par- 
kinson's Action  Network,  an  advocacy  group  for  funding  and  sup- 
port for  a  cure  for  Parkinson's  Disease. 

In  short,  I  have  been  a  vocal,  and  I  would  like  to  think  effective, 
advocate  for  many  of  Dad's  causes. 

Mr.  Chairman,  we  present  these  credentials  to  the  committee  to 
illustrate  both  our  experience,  but  eJso  our  commitment,  to  the 
goals  of  the  Morris  K.  Udall  Foundation.  I  think  that  I  speak  for 
all  of  us  when  I  say  it  is  a  profound  honor  to  have  been  nominated 
by  President  Clinton  to  serve  on  a  foundation  which  will  be  able, 
in  a  very  small  way,  to  support  many  of  the  issues  and  concerns 
that  are  closest  to  Dad's  heart. 

We  would  be  pleased  to  respond  to  any  of  your  questions. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  you  very  much.  That  was  very  thought- 
ful. 

I'd  be  interested  in  your  priorities,  that  is,  how  much  of  your  ef- 
fort will  be  devoted  to  research,  how  much  to  scholarship,  how 
much  to  Native  Americans.  Just  what  would  be  the  priorities  and 
the  allocations? 

Dr.  Udall.  I  think,  in  reading  the  legislation,  to  me  one  of  the 
high  priorities  will  be  to  focus  on  funding,  on  the  scholarship  and 
grants  portion  of  the  foundation.  As  one  who  has  put  herself 
through  school  in  higher  education,  it  is  an  honor  to  be  on  a  board 
which  is  going  to  be  able  to  support  people  who  are  going  to  pursue 
areas  that  have  to  do  with  public  service  in  a  number  of  areas.  And 
I  see  that  that  will  be  a  very  top  priority  of  the  foundation,  and 
I  think  the  bill  is  written  in  such  a  way  that  that's  built  in. 

Senator  Baucus.  Now,  the  scholarships  and  grants,  will  they  be 
in  any  particular  area?  What  focus  do  you  see? 

Dr.  Udall.  Well,  the  focus  is  really  in  Alaska  Native  and  Native 
American  public  policy,  and  also  in  the  area  of  environmental  is- 
sues. And  so  I  think  the  foundation  will  have  a  real  strong  focus 
for  what  it  looks  for  in  terms  of  supporting  individuals  who  are 
pursuing  degrees,  particularly  in  medical  and  law  areas,  are  also 
emphasized. 

Senator  Baucus.  What  areas  of  environmental  policy  research 
would  you  like  the  foundation  to  support? 

Mr.  Rappoport.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  think  Congress  was  quite  spe- 
cific in  identifying  a  number  of  purposes  in  the  law  that  estab- 
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lished  the  foundation.  To  your  specific  question,  I  think  one  of  the 
areas  that  may  even  respond  a  little  bit  to  your  concern  on  the  reli- 
gious war  between  the  various  interests  is  the  direction  from  Con- 
gress to  get  in,  for  the  foundation  to  deal  with  environmental  con- 
flict resolution.  So  that  would  definitely  be  a  high  priority. 

I  think  we  also  would  like  to  assure  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
there  are  a  number  of  procedural  and  regulatory  processes  that  we 
would  like  to  go  through  initially  to  make  sure  that  the  foundation 
is  established  in  clear  accordance  with  the  intent  of  Congress.  But 
I  would  go  back  and  say  environmental  resolution,  environmental 
conflict  resolution,  natural  resource  appreciation,  and  understand- 
ing issues  concerning  the  natural  resources  and  companion  issues 
that  we  are  trying  to  strike  a  balance  between. 

Senator  Baucus.  At  this  point,  do  you  have  any — I'm  a  believer 
in  data  and  dates.  Do  you  have  anv  rough  dates  by  which  you 
would  like  to  have  "X"  accomplished?  Benchmarks,  or  just  some 
standards,  some  criteria  so  that  you  know  how  well  you've  pro- 
gressed and  what  changes  if  any  you'd  have  to  make  to  do  better, 
because  you  have  not  reached  those  benchmarks,  you  have  not  ac- 
complished those  goals?  I'm  not  saying  something  as  mundane  as 
X  number  of  scholarships  to  Y  number  of  people,  but  just  some- 
thing that's  a  little  more  equal  in  the  larger  sense. 

Mr.  Rappoport.  Mr.  Chairman,  it's  our  understanding  that  ap- 
proximately $15  million  have  appropriated  to  date.  It  is  our  hope 
that  an  additional  sum  will  be  appropriated  during  this  year.  I 
think  a  lot  will  depend,  the  foundation's  work  will  depend  on  the 
actual  amount  of  monies  available  and  the  understanding  that  we 
have  as  to  how  much  of  that  funding  will  be  available  for  imple- 
menting the  intent  of  Congress. 

I  think  it's  safe  to  assume,  however,  that  we  will  take  several 
months  to  make  sure  we're  in  compliance  with  the  guidelines  is- 
sued by  GAO,  Treasury,  the  Office  of  Government  Ethics  and  so 
forth.  Following  that,  I  believe  our  schedules  will  be  such  that  we'll 
be  able  to  embark  on  an  ambitious  program,  to  have  an  executive 
director  in  place,  to  work  out  the  logistics  with  the  University  of 
Arizona  where  the  foundation  is  to  be  housed. 

And  it  would  be  my  commitment  on  behalf  of,  certainly,  the  folks 
at  the  table  that  within  the  year  we  would  be  prepared  to  submit 
a  fairly  detailed  report  to  the  committee.  But  we  would  ask  your 
indulgence  to  give  us  a  little  leeway  and  slack  as  we  get  organized. 

Senator  Baucus.  I  appreciate  that.  You  have  a  major  oppor- 
tunity, and  an  almost  awesome  responsibility  to  build  upon  the 
name  of  Morris  Udall. 

Dr.  Udall.  When  I  think  about  your  question  and  reflect  on  how 
will  we  judge  our  success,  besides  just  numbers  of  scholarships, 
when  I  read  the  legislation  and  I  look  at  those  will  go  to  individ- 
uals that  will  be  called  the  Morris  K.  Udall  scholars,  that  a  lot  of 
the  legacy  of  this  foundation  will  be  in  what  those  individuals  con- 
tribute back,  that  a  lot  of  what  Mo  was  about  during  public  service 
was  that  he  really,  truly  believed  in  public  service,  that  he  was  a 
servant  of  the  people  who  elected  him. 

And  I  think  in  a  lot  of  ways,  the  people  who  were  funded  by  this, 
that  will  be,  you  know,  how  we  select  those  people  and  what  they 
contribute  will  be  very  key  to  our  success  as  a  group. 
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Senator  Baucus.  I  think  that's  right.  But  it's  my  sense  it's  going 
to  be  difficult. 

Dr.  Udall.  Absolutely. 

Senator  Baucus.  It's  going  to  be  a  lot  of  hard  work.  Because  Mo 
was,  it's  very  presumptive  of  me  to  say  this  to  his  daughter,  as  suc- 
cessful as  he  was,  and  admired,  and  was  revered  as  much  as  he 
was  because  of  who  he  was  as  a  person.  He  was  just  Mo  Udall.  And 
Mo  is  no  longer  with  us  in  person.  So  in  order  to  keep  the  spirit 
and  name,  it's  going  to  take  even  extra  work,  because  none  of  us 
is  Mo. 

And  I  therefore  urge  you  to  go  that  extra  mile  just  to  keep  that 
name  and  that  spirit  and  that  inspiration  alive,  so  that  good  works 
continue.  It's  going  to  be  hard,  I  know  you  can  do  it,  but  I  urge  you 
to  make  the  extra  effort. 

Mr,  Rappoport.  Mr.  Chairman,  before  we  are  dismissed,  I  would 
like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  your  expedited  consid- 
eration of  our  nominations,  and  also  to  express  appreciation  to  Sen- 
ators DeConcini  and  McCain,  who  have  been  strong  advocates  of 
preserving  and  protecting  the  Udall  legacy.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. 

Senator  Baucus.  Thank  all  three  of  you  very  much.  We  wish  you 
the  very  best. 

The  hearing  will  conclude,  except  that  the  record  will  be  open  for 
any  questions  other  members  of  the  committee  may  want  to  ask 
the  witnesses  until  5:00  o'clock  today. 

The  hearing  is  adjourned.
